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SENATORS AND MEMBERS ANXIOUS 
FOR REFORM. 
BOTH HOUSES READY FOR WORK ON THE 
CIVIL SERVICE PROBLEM—MR. KAS8SON’S 
BILL INEFFECTIVE AND PARTISAN, 


‘Wasuincton, Dec. 11.—As the Pendle- 
ten Civil Service Reform bill is now the un- 
finished business in the Senate, and the same 
subject is to be taken up in the House to- 
morrow asa special order, it would appear 
that the demand by the people for reme- 
dial legislation has been loud and emphatic 
enough to impress Senators and Representa- 
tives with the necessity of doing something to 
redeem the promises made in party platforms 
and in campaign speeches. The downright 
opposition of Senators Brown and Voor- 
hees to the adoption of any civil service 
bill which will prevent the Democrats, if 
successful in 1884, from Jmaking a clean sweep 
of the Federal office-holders, finds more ap- 
proval on the Democratic side of the Senate 
than Senators care to admit. When the ques- 
tion comes up for discussion this opposition 
will make itself known by criticism, more or 
less plausible of the details of the Pendleton 
bill, or of any other measure that may be 
urged. Mr. Voorhees, only on Saturday last, 
brought forward the Jacksonian idea thata 
President elected to power should have the 
liberty to reform the civil service by putting 


the office-holders of the defeated party out and 
the friends of the victors in, and he suggested 
that the best civil service reform he could 
think of would be a “clean sweep.” Mr. 
Brown’s bold confession that he preferred to 
postpone civil service reform until after the 
election of 1884 will undoubtedly find favor 
with many Democratic politicians in both 
Houses who'since the first session of the 
Forty-seventh Congress have been encouraged 
to believe that the control of the Federal offices 
fs scon to be in Democratic hands. 

Mr. Pendiston deplores the attitude of his 
political brethren. e thinks they have not 
carefully examined the question or his bill, 
and that they have an entirely erroneous im- 
pression of its scope. In his speech to-mor- 
row he will endeavor to make it plain that 
with the application of the civil ser- 
vice regulations to offices where the 
number of employes is not less than 
650 the experiment will affect only 25 or 30 
offices and about 6,000 office-holders outside 
of Washington. Should the tentative effort to 
be made under the Pendleton bill be success- 
ful it could be extended to offices in which the 
mumber of employes is less than 5U, Mr. 
Pendleton regards the tenue of office clause 
asked for by Mr. Kasson in his bill as un- 
necessary. If provision is made for restrict- 
ing admission by competitive examinations, 
removals could not be made useful to secure 
vacancies for personal appointments, as the 
person selected to fill a vacancy created could 
not be sure of his ability to compete with a 
dozen other applicants for employment, 

Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt regards the Kasson 
bill as an attempt to show ‘* how not to do it,” 
and says that while it emanates from a man 
who has a reputation for adroitness, it appears 
to him te be a very superficial avoidance of the 
most important details of a practical civil ser- 
vice reform measure. The “pass examina- 
tion’? and probationary service called for by 
Mr. Kasson would, if approved, practically 
defeat all civil service reform. They had been 
tried, found wanting, and abandoned in Eng- 
land for the system of admissions through 
competitive examinations. Mr. Hewitt re- 
gards the tenure of office provisions as bad, 
and, like Mr. Pendleton, considers the eom- 
petitive test as a sufficient protection against 
removals. There should be absolute power 
of remeval in heads of departmants, 
for there would be no object under civil ser- 
vice regulations for removing an oflicer except 
for good business reasons. A vacancy could 
not be filled by a person of the officer’s selec- 
tion, but would have to be taken by a man 
who had qualified himself for office by other 
than political preparation and training. 

A great deal of ignorance as to the real na- 
ture and objects of the civil service measure 
before Congress would be discovered if mem- 
bers were questioned on the subject. Talking 
with a Pennsylvania Representative to-day, 
one who was elected as a reformer, be ex- 
pressed himself as favoring Mr. Kasson’s bill, 
because it did not fix a tenure of oflice and 
did call for competitive examinations. As it 
Joes fix a tenure of office and does not call for 


competitive examinations, it would appear 
that the member referred to has not carefully 
studied the measure he was so quick te approve. 
A gentleman who has made a careful study 
of the whole subject of civil service reform, 
pud who has examined the Kasson bill, said in 
conversation to-night that it was full of ob- 
jectionable features. In the first place, it 
Genes out competitive examinations and pro- 
vides the pass examinations, which are more 
flimsy than those under existing laws and un- 
der which all the abuses compiained of have 
rown up. In extending the applica- 
ion of the bill to Post Offices and 
Dustom-houses where 10 clerks or more are 
ampleyed, it makes a needless complication 
of examinations. It provides for a four years’ 
term of office of all subordinates. This would, 
jf carried out, require that 350 changes in the 
Custom-house and as many in the Post Office 
at New-York, for example, should be made 
rvery year, making at least one change for 
pvery secular day in the year. To undertake 
this would be to break down and destroy the 
whole system of examinations on which the 
reforms begun in those offices were based. The 
Kasson bill affords no check except the feeble 
**pass examinations” upon Congressional pat- 
ronage and *‘boss control” of appointments for 
gil subordinate positions. he provisions 
which do not permit any removal of subordi- 
nate officers in Post Offices and Custom-houses 
until after specifications in writing have been 
Bled, setting forth the charges, and an answer 
has been made in writing, would introduce so 
much difficulty and would so impair the ser- 
vice as to be inadmissible, and would be with- 
put precedent in any administration in the 
world. The creation ot a board of three per- 
tons, to be appointed by the President, to 
whom charges in the matters of complaints are 
to be referred to make report, would in- 
troduce a further impracticable complication. 
For instance, take the Custom-house and Post 
Office in New-York. If the Collector or Post- 
master could not make a removal, and his de- 
tisien had to be referred to an outside board, 
the authority of the head of the office would 
be impaired, and he would find it impossible 
to maintain discipline. The provision that 
after a man in office has served four years he 
shall have another appointment for four 
years is manifestly designed to gain 
BR party advantage, under the _pre- 
tense of reforming the civil service. 
Tbe requirement that the persons srecified 
shall be reappointed is a dictation to the Presi- 
dent concerning the onlv person he can ap- 
oint. It therefore amounts to an unconstitu- 
ienal usurpation by Congress of the whole 
power of appointment. In addition, such an 
attempt would be no gain to the party adopt- 
ing the requirement, for it would be seized by 
the Democrats, if the Republicans should ap- 
rove it, asa just ground fora repeal of the 

ill, and a repeal would be justified as a re- 
buke fora sharp attempt to gain a party ad- 
vantage. 

In regard to political assessments the Kasson 
bill is less ringent in its provisions than is the 
Pendleton or Willis bill, and, indeed, is re- 
garded as very defective in language and evi- 
tent purpose. 

The Hon. Frank Hiscock, who has made no 
secret of bis earnest desire that a zood civil 
pervice bill should be passed, will, at the ear- 
liest opportunity, speak in support of the Willis 
bill in the House. In the Senate the same bill 
Introduced by Mr. Pendleton wili be supported 
py Senators Warner Millerand Hoar, — 

“The Senate Committee on Civil Service Re- 
form to-iay considered the Hawley bill pro- 
hibiting the assessment of Government em- 
ployes for political purposes. An amendment 
was adopted meking it a crime and prescribing 
@ penalty for any person to enter a public build- 
ing for the purpose of levying contributions or 
Bssessments from clerks or other employes. 

. Mr. Hawley was anthorized to offer the bill, 
with this modification, as an amendment to 
the Foudigte bill. The Hawley bill has the 
uranimo conamendation of the committee, 
‘he amendatory clauses are as follows: 

* Second.—-No pereon shall, in any room or build- 
fog occupied in the discharge of official duties by 
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any officer or employe of the Unitea states men- 
tioned in this act, solicit in any manner whatever, 
or receive any contribution of money or any other 
thing of value for any political purpose whatever. 

Third—No officer or employe of the United 
States mentioned in this act shall discharge or in 
any manner change the official rank or compensa- 
tion of any other officer or employe, or promise or 
threaten so to do, by reason of any vote such offi- 
cer or employe has given or withheld, or may pur- 
pose to give or withhold, at any political election, 
or for giving or withholding or neglecting to make 


any contribution of money or other valuable thing 
for any political purpose. 


‘* Fourth—Any person who shall be guilty of vio- 
lating any provision of the foregolng sections 
shali be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, 
on conviction thereof, be punished hy a fine not 
exceeding $5,000, or imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding three years, or by such fine and im- 
prisonment both, in the discretion of the court.” 


THE NEXT SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST. 
TWO KENTUCKY CANDIDATES—THEIR RIVER 
AND HARBOR RECORDS, 


Wasatneton, Dec. 11.—Kentucky will 
have two candidates for the office of Speaker 
in the next House, Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Black- 
burn. Supporters of Mr. Blackburn say that 
he is a warm friend of the improvement of the 
Mississippi River, according to the plan of the 
Mississippi River Commission, and that he 
voted in the most manly and _ emphat- 
ic manner ‘‘to pass the River and Harbor 
bill over the President’s veto.” Mr. Car- 
lisle is a member of the special commit- 
tee which recently inspected the river, and 
it is understood that he is not a warm friend 
of the river commission’s plan of improve- 
ment. Southern members are, for the most 
part, in favor of large river and harbor pills 
and large appropriations for improvements. 


It is expected that Mr. Carlisle’s position in 
regard to the Mississippi plan will have some 
effect upon his aerore in the next House. It 
is also said that Mr. Blackburn’s friends may 
be induced, in the end, to yote for Mr. Carlisle, 
if in that way Mr. Carlisle can defeat Mr. 
Randall. 

Mr. Randall will soon offer a resolution call- 
ing upon the President for u great deal of val- 
uable information about river and barber 
bills. He willask for a statement of the en- 
tire amount appropriated since the beginning 
of the Government, of the amounts as- 
ssigned to each piece of work, of the 
benefit conferred upon commerce, of the 
results of the work in each stream and 
harbor, and of many other pertinent facts, 
There is no doubt about the desire of several 
members of the House Commerce Committee 
for another River and Harbor bill. Judge 
Reagan, of Texas, says there must be one, and 
Mr. Horr, of Michigan, is of the same opinion. 
The estimates have n called for, and other 
information will be furnished which will prob- 
ably lead to a ventilation of the whole subject.

THE YELLOWSTONE PARK LEASE. 
COPIES OF THE AGREEMENT SENT TO CON- 
GRESS BY SECRETARY TELLER. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 11.—On Friday last 
Senator Vest introduced, and secured the 
adoption of, a resolution calling for copies 
from the Secretary of the Interior of any con- 
tracts made by the Interior Department for 
leasing the Yellowstone National Park, or any 
part of it, for hotel purposes. In response to 
that inquiry Secretary Teller to-day trans- 
mitted to the Senate a copy of an agreement 
entered into on Sept. 1, 1882, between Acting 
Secretary Merritt L., Joslyn and_ Car- 
roll T. MHobart, of Fargo, and Henry 
T. Douglass, of Fort Yates, Dakota, 
for the leasing of parts of the 
Yellowstone Park. The agreement was ac- 
companied by a lease signed on Dec. 6, by 
which Messrs. Hobart and Douglass, who have 
taken‘as an associate Mr. Rufus Hatch, of New- 
York, secured the right to occupy six different 
plots of land in the National Park, for a period 
of 10 years, for hotel, telegraph, and other 
purposes. The plots of land are in the parts 


of the park most attractive to tourists, and 
are each about 640 acres in extent. In each 
of these sections, the lessees are to enjoy the 
privilege of erecting a hotel, and they are 
to have control of the natural curiosities, 
which the lessees are required to care for and 
aa yt The Interior Department has stipu- 
ated that all tourists shall have free access to 
the grounds leased. The sum paid for the 
privilege cannot be ascertained by the copies 
sent to the Senate, the place where this im- 
portant item should appear being left blank. 
One paragraph of the agreement contains a 
provision that no member of or delegate to 
Congress, and no officer, agent, or employe of 
the Government shall be admitted to any 
share or part in this agreement or derive any 
benefits to arise therefrom. 
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THE SHIP-BUILDING LAWS. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—It is said that a 
majority of the special committee on 
American shipping interests will oppose the 
proposition to allow the introduction, free of 
duty, of all articles and materials to be used 


in coustructing ships, but that Mr. Cox will 
reserve the right to offer this proposition as an 


amendment in the House to any bill which the 


committee may recommend. The subjeet of 
State and municipal taxes is yet to be consid- 
ered. Some are not sure that Congress 
has the constitutional power to forbid the col- 
lection of such taxes. Others say tbat it 
has the power when such taxes interfere with 
the development of national commerce. It is 
reported that the majority of the committee 
may agree upon some bill which will give a 
rebate or bounty to the owners of American 
ships used in foreign trade and made of Amer- 
ican material, this rebate or bounty to bear 
some relation te the amount which the owner 
would have paid in Customs duties if he had 
imported his materials and the articles enter- 
ing into manufacture.

THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY BILL. 

Washineton, Dec. 11.—It is not expected 
that the House will take up the Congressional 
Library bill to-morrow, although it has been 
assigned for that day. When this bill was 
last under consideration the site on Judiciary- 
square was available. That site has recently 
been taken for the Pension Building, the foun- 
dations of which are being laid. Everything 
points theretore to the selection of the site on 
Capitol Hill, east of the Capitol, or to a pro- 
vision fer the library by an enlargement of 
the Capitol itself. The architect who was s:nt 
to Europe by the Library Committee to inspect 
library buildings. has returned and is ready 
to report. There are several influential per- 
sons who own a great part of the property on 
the proposed Capitol Hill site, and it is said 
they desire to sell it to the Government. It is 
expected that many members will oppose this 
site for two reasons—because they believe that 
the cost will be great, and because they are 
unwilling that the library shall go out of the 
Capitol. 


TERRIFIC BOILER EXPLOSION.

EIGHT MEN KILLED AND THREE SERIOUSLY 
WOUNDED. 

CxicaGco, Dec. i1.—A special from Shawnee- 
town, lll., says: ‘*‘A most dreadful accident oc- 
curred here at the saw mill of J. Vincent & 
Son at noon to-day. Eleven men, employed 
about the mill, were scattered around 
the engine-room eating their noonday luncheon, 
when the boiler exploded with extraordinary vio- 
lence, completely wrecking the mill, throwing 
the iron plates of the boiler to dis- 
tances varying from a few feet to 600 
yards, and instantly killing 8 of the 11 menand 
wounding the other 3. One of the men 
wus blown into the river, and two 
were hurled « distance of 200 yards. 
Several of those killed were literally blown 
to atoms, and their friends subsequently went 
about with pails picking up the indi-tinguishable 
fracments strewn about. The following are the 
names of those who were instanuy killed: 
William Montgomery, Charles Bloss, Henry 
Hughes, Charles Baker, George Price, W. P. Grove, 
James McLaughlin and Samuel Kennedy. An- 
other man, named Wade Kee, was blown to a 
considerable distance, having both arms and legs 
broken and being otherwise injured. He died 
an hour afterward. The remaining two men 
were both badly hurt. One of them, it 
is thought, will die. Several of the unfortunate 
men leave families in indigent circumstauces Tho 
cause of the explosion is not known

FOUR CHALLENGES ALLOWED TIO 
THE DEFENDANTS. 

JUDGE WYLIE REVERSES HIS FORMER DECI- 
SION—DORSEY’8 PRESENCE UNNECES- 
SARY—HIS RECENT STATEMENTS. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 11.—The decision 
made by Judge Wylie to-day in regard to chal- 
lenges places the prosecution and the defense 
in the star route case almost upon the same 
plane as tothe selection of a jury. In the first 
trial there were eight defendants, and it was 
decided that each of them had four peremptory 


challenges, while the Government had only 


three. There are now six defendants, who 
hoped to have 24 challenges in all. They will 
have only four, while the Government 
will have three. In the first trial 
the Government’s challenges were exhausted 
long before the jury was completed, 
but the defendants had many challenges to 
spare. It may be that the Government, in 
making its motion to-day concerning Mr. Dor- 
sey’s appearance in court, desired to place on 
the record some facts of interest in connection 
with that subject. No one here denies that Mr. 
Dorsey’s eyes are affected, and he has thesym- 
pathy of many who do not defend bis star 
route transactions. But it is plain that the 
Government takes the view that if the doctors 
made no mistake in their diagnosis, and if the 
ex-Senator himself made no error in his affi- 
davit, he must have violated his physician’s 
instructions and exposed himself to great dan- 
ger in the last few days by preparing long 
statements for publication and submitting to 
interviews. He seems to have been doing 
what his physicians say he ought not to do and 
cannot do without great danger. 

It is strange that in the statements recently 
published as coming from Mr. Dorsey he en- 
deavors to put Mr. James and Mr. laser 
on trial. The facts and evidence in the star 
route cases seem to be of no importance in 
comparison with an alleged personal feeling 
against himon the part of these gentlemen 
and certain alleged differences in President 
Garfield’s Cabinet, In the last statement 
made as coming from him, it is asserted that 
while his star route service was exposed the 

reat combinations of the Salisburys, the 

*arkers, Sanderson & Co., and Kerens, El- 
kins, and Roots ‘‘ escaped newspaper pursuit,” 
were “ignored by the newspapers, and also by 
the Post Office Department in its work of re- 
form and cutting off fraudulent service.” 
These statements are made in connection 
with allegations about black-mail. If Mr. 
Dorsey ever made any _ such _ state- 
ment his memory has failed him. 
The persons employed in _ investigating 
the star route frauds investigated them all. 
The table of 93 expedited routes, upon which 
the investigation began, contained only 35 
Dorsey routes. The investigators went through 
the evidence in relation to the other combina- 
tions. The Gibson report contains the facts in 
relation to all the combinations. Mr. James 
cut off the fraudulent service of the other com- 
binations as well as that of the Dorsey party. 
The exposition made in THe Tims contained 
scores of columns uncovering the rascality of 
the other combinations, and continually di- 
rected attention to the facts in relation to 
the routes of the Salisburys, the Parkers, 
and others. It is the height of absurdity to 
say that the other combinations escaped news- 
paper pursuit or the reforming hand of Thomas 
L. James. Mr. Dorsey can only injure himself 
by such statements. ‘The country knows very 
well whether they are true or not, But when 
Mr. Dorsey says that the prosecutors have not 
proceeded against these other combinations he 
is making a statement which demands more 
attention. Except in regard to J. B. Price, 
the statement is substantially true. They have 
been allowed to escape thus far. They did 
not ‘‘escape newspaper pursuit’? or the 
pursuit of officers of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, but they have escaped or eluded the 
pursuit of the officers of the Department of 
Justice. THE Times has continually and per- 
sistently pointed this out, and has again and 
again shown how much larger were the 
amounts of money taken by thesa combina- 
tions than the sum taken by the Dorsey party. 
Within a short time the Attorney-General has 
instructed the prosecuting officers to proceed 
against these combinations without delay. 
W hat will be done remains to be Seen,

PROCEEDINGS OF THE COURT, 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 11.—in the star route 

case to-day Mr. Merrick, representing the Govern- 


ment, said that there was some difference of opin- 
iou as to the necessity of the personal attendance 


of a defendant in the case of a misdemeaner, For 
himself, he was satisfied that personal presence 
was not necessary. Nevertheless,-he submitted a 
motion that Stephen W. Dorsey be compelled to 
appear personally in court for the trial of the case. 
The motion was backed by an affidavit sworn to 
by Mr. Bliss, reciting the composition on Dec. 1, 
and the delivery to the agenta of the Associated 
Press by Dorsey of the statement addressed to the 
public; also stating that on Dec. 5a correspondent 
had an interview with Dorsey, who then composed 
and gave tothe correspondent another staement, 
and declaring his belief that Dorsey, although un- 
doubtedly troubled with an affection of the eyes, 
is able to attend the trial as frequently and con- 
stantly as he had attended the former trial. 

Mr. Ingersoll opposed the motion. He had no 
doubt that Dorsey’s personai attendance was 
necessary to afair trial. A defendant was entitled 
to be confronted with hig witnesses, and if he 
were in such a state of bodily health ay not to be 
able to be present, he could not be confronted 
with his witnesses. This motion, he said, had 
been made in order to let down quietly the decei- 
sion of the court the other day, that the trial 
snould go on in the absence of Dorsey,a decision 
that horrified the people at finding that such was 
the law, Ifthe court proceeded to trial in the ab- 
sence of Dorsey, and it Dorsey were convicted, the 
verdict would not be worth the paper on which it 
was written. It would never stand. 

Judge Wylie reviewed the circumstances and 
sustained the position already assumed by him. 
The detense, he said, might be just as well main- 
tained in the absence of the defendant as in his 
presence—except as to the point of his offering to 
testify. The court would be prepared to meet that 
point with a proper rule; but that point bad not 
yet been reached. The affeution of Dorsey’s eyes 
did not prevent his being physically and mentally 
competent to testify. The great author of * Para- 
dise Lost” had written that immortal work with- 
outa gleam ef eyesight, and the present Postmas- 
ter-General of England was a blind man. 

Mr. Ingersoll—Still, the court would not regard 
blindness as desirable. 

Judge Wylie—The court cannot postpone the 
trial on such a ground. In my opinion the de- 
fendant’s presence is not necessary on the trial. It 
is not necessary in law, and (from the lights before 
me in this cage,) it is not necessary for his own de- 
fense—he having such a counsel as he has, and 
having such ability to instruct his counsel. 

Mr. Ingersoll then moved for a severance on the 
port of Stephen W. Dorsey, and for a continnance 
of the case as to him. The motion was overruled. 

Judge Wylie then directed the jury to be called, 
and 12 jurors having unswered to their names. he 
proceeded to render his decision on the question 
ot peremptory challenges, premising it by the state- 
ment that he would not lose time in explaining the 
conflict between his former decision on this poiit 
and that whish he now proposed to make. The 
statute relating to that subject (No. 8388 of the 
statutes for the District of Columbia) provided 
that a defendant shall be entitled to four 
peremptory challenges, but had no pro- 
vision as to a case where there was 
more than one defendant. But a section of the 
Revised Statutes (819) did contain such a provision 
—to the effect that 1m all other cases, (less than fel- 
ony,) civil and criminal, each party shail be enti- 
tled to three peremptory,challenges, and that where 
there are several defendants or several plaintiffs, 
each side shall be deemed asingle party for the 
purpose of challenges. This latter section was the 
law in this District and had been since December, 
1872. The two statutes should be read together, 
(they vot being in conflict.) and, therefore, he 
ruled that tae defendants in this case were en- 
titled to four (not three) peremptory challenges 
for all of them. 

An exception was taken by the defense to this 
ruling. 

Franklin Barrett was ealled asa juror. He said 
he had formed an opinion in the case from read- 
ing the newspapers, but could not say that he had 
any bias. Judge Wylie decided that he was com- 
petent. Counsel for the defense claimed the right 
to interrogate the juror, but the court overruled 
the claim unless there was a direct challenge for 
cause. 

Am argumentensued as to whether the Judge 
had the right to prevent such interrogation, and, 

ending the decision, the court at 3 P. M. ad- 

ourned.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11, 1882, 
Mr. Dorman B. Eaton is in the city, having 
come forthe purpose of following the discus- 


sion of the civil service reform bills in Con- 
gress. 


The House Committee on Education and 
Labor to-day authorized Mr. Sherwin to re- 


coe favorably his bill ec ge apne $10,000,- 
annually for the next five years to ad- 
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vance public education. It is proposed that 
this sum shall be distributed among the States 
aud Territories by the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry upon the ratio of illiteracy. Itis provided 
that an amount not exceeding 5 per cent. of 
the sum apportioned to any State or Territory 
may be expended by it in the education of 
teachers, 


The House Committee on Agriculture to- 
day considered the Agricultural Appvropria- 


tion bill and agreed to report to-morrow. It 
appropriates $414,780, which is $30,000 less 
than the amount appropriated last year and 
$65,220 less than the estimate. 


The Hon. Martin IL Townsend says that he 
and Postmaster Gilbert Robertson are in 


Washington on private business having no re- 
lation to the appointment or removal of any 
New-York officers, and that they have net, 
since they have bean in Washington, spoken 
to any person in regard to the a seme 
ment of the Hon. James §.

The Duke of Newcastle, who is traveling in 
this country in a quiet way, has not been very 


fortunate in this city, He came to a well- 
known hotel, but his name on the register 
did not show his rank to the clerk, 
who gave him an undesirableroom. Theclerk 
afterward discovered the rank of his guest and 
gave hima fine suite of rooms. The Duke 
waiked quietly into St. John’s Church vester- 
day, but was told that he could have no seat 
until all the pew-holders were seated. It is 
said that the pews were very soon filled, and 
the Duke was told that he could not havea 
seat. The Duke is probably getting some val- 
uable impressions about the equality of men 
under a Democracy. 

A strong effort is being made for the re- 
moval of Mr. Haines, Collector of Customs at 
Brownsville, Texas, and the Deputy Collector, 
Mr. Goodrich, which is mainly based on a re- 
port made by the Solicitor of the Treasury 
wherein they are charged with malfeasance in 
office in having acted in collusion with smuzg- 
glers in defrauding the Government in know- 
ingly permitting goods to be smuggled across 
the Rio Grande. An equally strong effort is 
being made to secure the retention in office of 
Messrs. Haines and Goodrich, and it is stated 
that Representative Upson, of Texas, and Rep- 
resentative-elect Ochiltree have interested 
themselves in their behalf. The Secretary of 
the Treasury has the case under consideration. 

The bill introducted by Mr. Stockslager re- 
pealing certain sections of the genera! statutes 
provides for the repeal of all pre-emption 
laws, The Commissioner of the Land Office 
recommends that this be accomplished, and it 
has the concurrence of the Secretary of the 
Interior. It is held that entries may now be 
made under the Homestead Act in all bona 
fide cases of pre-emption. Another bill, also 
introduced by Mr. Stockslager, provides that 
all laws authorizing sales of public lands be 
repealed. ‘This is for the purpose of preveni- 
ing speculators from buying lands that should 
be husbanded for actual settlers in view of the 
rate at which the public land is being tak n 
up and the constant influx of emigrants. It 
does not apply to the lands for timber culture, 
mining, stone, or desert lands. 

The Starsays: ‘‘ The Republican Senators, 
it appears, are in some trouble about the Chair- 


manship of the Pensions Committee, made 
vacant by the resignation of Secretary Teller. 
Senator Mitchell is next on the list, but he has 
a Chairmanship, and Senator Van Wyck, who 
comes next, it is claimed, has the best 
title Mr. Van Wyck has’ been’ very 
independent __ politically, and has de- 
clared his independence of caucus ru!e. 
For these declarations, it is said, some of the 
Senators do not like to give him the Chairman- 
ship. Senator Mitchell, it is also said, prefers 
the Pensions Committee to the one he has, (on 
the Mississippi River,) and he has also been an 
Independent.

MR. CLEVELAND'S APPOINTMENTS. 

3UFFALO, Dec. 11.—Governor-elect Cleve- 
Jand’s staff appointments are favorably re- 
garded here. Thecharacter of the men chosen. 
so far as known, is excellent, and their fitness 
is undisputed. None of them appear to have 
been given places as a reward for politicai 
service, and several who considered their po- 


litical claims peeuliarly strong were passed 
over. Mr. Daniel S. Lamont was made mili- 
tary secretary, but Mr. Cleveland said to-day 
that he had not yet chosen his private secre- 
tary. 

The Governor-elect has no intention of going 
to Albany at present. He will begin the 
preparation of his Message in a dav or two, 
and will see but few people while engaged in 
that work. He will make no further appoint- 
ments except that of private secretary, and 
perhaps a pardon clerk, until after the inan- 
guration, and would be much gratified if the 
office-seekers would consent to give him a rest. 
This, however, they show no disposition to do. 
He had about 1,000 applications for the 16 
places on his staff, and the candidates for other 
offices are proportionately numerous. A good 
deal has been said here about the candidacy of 
Charles W. McCune for Railroad Commis- 
sioner, but it is not believed he wil! be chosen. 
His appointment would be severely condemned 
hereabout. 
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LIVELY ROW IN A COLORED CHURCH. 

LEE, Mass., Dec. 11.—The trouble between 
the Pastor and the people of the colorea Methodist 
church here nearly resulted in a riot yesterday. 
Last week it was decided by the court that the 
Rev. Mr. Ackworth, who was sent here by the 
New-England Conference, was entitled to the 
pulpit, but a Trustee by the name of Freeman de 
termined that Ackworth should not officiate, and 
Sunday he locked ana barred the door of the 
church. Ackworth, with some of his followers, 
smashed in a window and was assaulted by Free- 
man, who was inside, ard who struck Ackworth 
violently in the face. The Freeman party was 
finally worsted, but before Aekworth gained pos- 
session a lively row oecurred, in which revolvers 
were drawn and in which Mr. Aekworth wus 
knocked down. He held services in the eveniag 
and was undisturbed. The subject of his sermon 
was ‘ Victory.”’ Both parties have applied. for 
warrants, but Judge Pease declines to interfere, 
saying that Ackworth has aright to the pulpit, and 
that if the people do not like him they are not 
obliged to attend the services, but that they can- 
not lock the door against him.

IRON AND STEEL TRADE TROUBLES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 11.—A special dispatch 
says that the large Riverside Rolling Mill and the 
Triton Cotton Mill, of New-Castle, Del. closed on 
Saturday last for an indefinite period, throwing 
over 400 bands out of employment. The closing of 
the iron mill is due to the dullness of the branch of 
the iron trade it is engaged in, and the cotton mill 
closed because the hands struck against a reduc- 
tion of 11 per cent. in their wages. 

Easton, Penn., Dec. 11.—The Delaware Roll- 
ing Mill in Phillipsburg, N. J.. was fired up this 
morning, after an idleness of nearly a month. 

CarIcaGco, Dee. 11.—The large steel rail mills 
at Seuth Chicago operated by the North Chicago 
Roliing Mill Company shutdown this morning. It 
is ulleged that they will reopen Jan. 1, and no ex- 
planation is given of the causes leading to this ac- 
tion, which throws several hundred men out of 
employment. The blast furnaces are still running.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE IRISH MURDER TRIALS AND 
THE LAND TROUBLES. 
PATRICK HIGGINS’S SECOND TRIAL—FIVE OF 

THE JOYCE MURDERERS GIVEN THEIR 
LIVES—DECISION IN THE LAND COURTS. 
Dustin, Dec. 11.—The second trial of 
Patrick Higgins began to-day. It is under- 
stood that the one juror who refused to con- 
cur with the other members of the jury in re- 
turning a verdict of guilty in the case 
of Higgins, who is the alleged principal 


in the murder of the MHuddys,_ is 
the same man who had disagreed with 


the other jurorsin the arson case last Thurs- 
day, in which the prisoner was clearly guilty. 
Counsel for Patrick Higgins elicited on the 
trial the fact the Ladies’ Land League supplied 
money weekly to the informer Kerrigan, who, 
counsel claim, was the real murderer. 

Earl Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
has commuted the sentence of death passed 
upon the five men who pleaded guilty to par- 


ticipation in the murder of the Joyce family 
at Maamtrasna. 

Mr. Parnell has lodged a petition in the 
Land Court for the sale of his property in 
County Wicklow. A conditional order for the 
sale of the property was entered on Nov. 29. 
The extent of the property was given as 5,000 
acres and the total incumbrances as £13,000. 

The Court of Appeal has confirmed the de- 
cision restraining the Land Corporation of 
Ireland from paying a dividend on A shares 
out of capital raised by issuing B shares. The 
decision is expected, in certain quarters, to 
havea serious effect on Mr. Kavanagh’s scheme 
for counteracting the objects of the Land 
League.

CHICAGO MARKET FEATURES. 


LEADING PRODUCE IRREGULAR—SLIGHT IN 
FLUENCE OF THE NEW-YORK SCARE. 


CuHicaGco, Dec. 11.—The leading produce 
markets were somewhat irreguiar to-day. Pro- 
visious were active at a lower range, and that 
wakened up corn, which was disposed to be dall. 
Wheat was tame, but firm, and oats were lighter, 
with more doing. The receipts of produce gener- 
ally showed an increase, with light shipments. 
Provisions were active and lower. Pork declined 
20 to 22% cents per barrel, and closed about 5 
cents below the latest prices of Saturday. Lard 
declined 12% cents and closed a shade 
easier than last week. Meats fell off 5 
and 10 cents. The market was early de- 
pressed by large receipts of hogs, with reports 
that lower prices had been favored by a good 
many being left over in the pens, while Liverpoo 
was is. loweron meats. But the decline involved 
the filling of shorts, and local packers bought freely 
to cover sales made the latter part ot last week. 
That was about all there wasto the market. The 
trage in Meais was very dullin export way, but 
the low price of green hams attracted liberal pur- 
chasers by curers, There seemed to be little out- 
side demand for futures in pork and lard and not 
many outside orders to sell. 

In the afternvon pork was easier and lard firm. 
Wheat was cull and generally firm. It sold at 4% 
cent, and then closed 4 to \% cent, above the latest 
prices of Saturday. The British markets reported 
an advance of 3d. per quarter, and New-York was 
stronger, there being some fears of a December 
corner in that City. But our receipts showed an in- 
crease of 48 car-loads, with very light shipments, and 
the New-York scare did not increass the number 
of buying orders here. Hence the sales were about 
evenly divided, and there was not wind @hough 
to make them vibrate. The current offerings of 
car lots were picked up locally at about Saturday's 
prices, except that there wasa shade of advance 
on No. 3 Winter and No, 2 Spring. The market in 
the afternoon was a shade easier, except on May 
eorn, which was moderately active and easier. 
The market on futures declined 4 to % cent, and 
closed 14 to 44 cent lower than on Saturday, while 
shippers took all of the lower grades that were of- 
tered, but did not seem to want much of the No, 2. 
British telegrams quoted an advance of 3d. per 
quarter on eargo and to arrive. but our receipts 
were much larger, with only small reported ship- 
ments. The result was a rather flat speculative 
market early in the day, but there was a little more 
lite when it was found that packers were display- 
ing more confidence in provisions. The market on 
the afternoon call declined 34 cent for the year and 
January aud 4% cent on the Jjonger futures. 
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THE BOTTOM OUT OF WHISKY. 
CiNCINNATI, Dec. 11.—The bottom fell out 
of the whisky market to-day, and the price tumbled 
to $110, It opened last week at $115, then fell to 


$1 14, and elosod Saturday dull at $113. The de- 
mand was light during the week, and the commis- 
sion men, who sell the bulk of high wines used in 
this market, held over more or less of their receipts 
every day. They say they used every 


endeavor to keep up the orice to the 


figure agreed upon by the Western 
Export Association or “ whisky pool,” but the 


supply so overcrowded the demand that unloading 
became a necessity, and they had to put down ce 
price. The cause of the depression is the uncertain 
feeling prevalent everywhere concerning revenue 
legislatien. Buyers throughout the country order 
from hand to mouth, not wanting to have 
any stock on hand should the tax he re- 
duced. The market here will be $110 to- 
morrow. Or Wednesday the Western Ex- 
port Association’s Board on revision of 
yrices will meet and endeavor to make a price for 
Tuesday. While whisky was quoted here and in 
Peoria last week at $1 15 a broker of the latter 
city wrote to one of the Cincinmati firms saying 
that he thought he could buy at $1 13. All the 
whisky offering at $1 10 has been »bsorbed, and the 
prospects are that the price will be 2 or 3 cents 
better later in the week.

BURIED ALIVE IN A WELL. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dec. 11.—A sad acci- 


dent. ccurred in Danbury on Friday afternoon.

The lobby of the 
hotel was crowded with speculators and brokers 
who came to hear the gossip regarding the negotia- 
tlons ts terminate the railroad war in the 
North-west. There had been many wise 
predictions and mysterious sayings during the day, 
andthe apparently well-authenticatea report that 
the North-western Railway Company, a Vander- 
bilt corporation, had advanced a loan on something 
like 50,000 shares of Omaha common stock seemed te 
those who discussed the report to verifyit. Albert 
Keep, the President, and Marvin Hughitt, the Vice: 
President, of the North-western were at the resi. 
aence of Mr. Vanderbilt in the early part of 
the evening. The three came to the hotel 
together, but separated at the entrance. Mr. 
Keep went to his apartments, Mr. Hughitt re- 
maiued in the lobby, and Mr. Vanderbilt sought 
the seclusion of the little parlor near the side 
entrance to the hetel in Forty-sixth-street. He 
consulted with one of his operators, and, after 
@ somgwhat protracted conversation, came 
out into the lobby. When he con 


cluded the talk with the operator he 
was asked if it was true that he had secured a con- 
trolling interest in Omaha. .** Other people know aq 
well as I do,” he replied. He was reminded that 
other people could not speak authoritatively, but 
be declined to deny or confirm the report. 

Mr. Keep and Mr. Hughitt would not say wheth- 
er or not the report was true. 8. S. Merrill, the 
General Manager of the St. Paul, said he had 
heard that Mr. Vanderbilt had a majority of the 
stock, but he did not know this to be 
so. Hugh Riddle, the President of the 
Rock Island, was not surprised when the report 
was carried te him. From facts that had come 
under his observation he was inclined to credit the 
story, but he could not speak positivelv. If it was 
true, Mr. Vanderbilt might take measures to bring 
about eace, but it would not change the 
Rock Island's position. The Rock Island would 
demand its rights in any event. While Mr. 
Hughitt was sitting In the lobby at 10 o’clock, 4 
lieutenant of Mr. Vanderbilt's came out and 
jerked his thumb in the direction of the little par 
lor. Mr. Hughitt retreated to it a short time after: 
ward. Mr. Hughitt came out through one ball and 
Mr. Vanderbilt through the other. Mr. Vander 
bilt continued through the lobby, buttoned up his 
coat, and weat home. H.H. Porter, President of 
the Omaha, who had been out for the evening, 
eame in later. He was asked if he had heard the 
story. 

* Yes, I have heard it for several days,”’ he said. 

“Ts it true?” 

‘*It may be, but I do not know that it is.” 

“If Mr. Vanderbilt has secured a controlling in- 
terest shall you resign your position as President, 
as it has been said you would?” 

“That would depend on circumstances.” 

“Shall you change es ny in regard to 
your demand for territorial rights in the confer- 
ence to-morrow?” 

“No; I shall go into the conference on the same 
ground that I have stood all aiong. I took the po- 
sition for Omaha's good, and for no other purpose.” 

Mr. Vanderbilt and the officers of the North- 
western were in the best position to speak, 
but they would vouchsafe no information on 
the subject. What effect Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s reported purchase of stock would have on 
the negotiations for a termination of the war wags 
mere speculation. Mr. Keep, Mr. Riddle, and Mr. 
Merrill said that there had been no change in the 
position thus far, If Mr. Vanderbilt bad secured 
control, Mr. Porter, it was said, if he desired, 
could defeat any plan of his to end the war 
by making a concession. Mr. Porter could not 
be removed from his position. Presuming the 
Board of Directors to be in sympathy with him ha 
could not, if he were inclined to stay, be removed 
from office for a year and a half. One- 
third of the board wouid be elected in June 
next, it was said, and the second third of the 
board, making a majority, would not be chosen 
until a year later. The main line of thé 
Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis and Omaha 
Railway, better known as the Omaha, 
extends from Elroy, Wis., to Omaha, 
Neb., a distance of 595 miles, and the total length 
of road operated, including branches, is 1,003 
miles. The company was organized June 1, 1880, 
by the consolidation of the Chicago, St. Paul and 

inneapolis, the North Wisconsin, and the St. Paul 
and Sioux City Ratlroads. The eommon stock 
amounts to $17,205,833 33 and the preferred te 
$9,848,333 33. The funded debt is $17,790,175. The 
company’s land grants amount to 1,233,023 acres. 

The committee, consisting of the President of 
the Omaha and the general managers of the Rock 
Island, St. Paul, and North-western Roads, appoint: 
ed to prepare a plan of settlement, met at 
9o’clock yesterday morning. It remained In ses- 
sion until nearly 12 o’clock. and when It 
adjourned it was said by the members that no con- 
clusion had heen reached. A conference of all the 
officers representing the different roads began 
at 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon, but it 
lasted only half an hour. The committee re- 
perted that no progress had been made, and 
baer gaa entered into a general discussion of 
the old questions, in which the Omaha and St. Paul 
representatives took their opposing positions, 
The original proposition of Albert Keep, the Pres 
ident of the North-western, which was offered ic 
November as a peace measure, was taken up by 
President Mitchell, of the St. Paul, who suggeste¢ 
that the only immediate way out of the difficulty wai 
by restoring rates and leaving the questions in dis 
pute to be decided by arbitration afterward. The 
Omaha and Rock Isiand representatives did no! 
entertain the proposition, insisting on ar 
adjustment of territorial rights once foi 
all, and it was not diseussed. The 
desire was expressed by Mr. Mitebel: 
that the committee should be increased in num 
bers in hopes of facilitating matters. Mr. Mitchell 
and David Dows, Vice-President of the North-west, 
were added toit. There was no other discussion, 
and the conference adjourned until 3:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. Thecommittee will again meet at 
10 o’cloek this morning.

ANOTHER RAILROAD LINK. 
MR. W. H. VANDERBILT AND, MR. GOWEX 


EXCHANGING COURTESIES. 

After the North-western war, the one prom: 
inent subject of discussion among railroad men in 
this City yesterday, was the reported combination 
of William H. Vanderbilt, Franklin B. Gowen, of 
Philadelphia, and James McHenry, of London, te 
divert traffic from this City to Philacelphia. The 
story as told in a London letter to the Sun, had on 
its face every probability of truth. It was stated 
that Mr. Vanderbilt was the power which held the 
throne for Mr. Gowen, the President of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad, and that he was in- 
debted to Mr. McHenry for the help which that 
gentleman gave to him a year ago, in securimg the 
control of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis Railroad, a result which Mr. McHenry 
aecomplished by the use of the proxies which were 
held for the benefit of the Atlantic and Great 
Western holders of the Western extension bonds, 
These alleged facts were cited to snow that Mr. 
Vanderbilt was on such terms of business intimacy 
with McHenry and Gowen, that the story which 
fellowed of his combination with them was at all 
events not improbable. 

Then followed th story itself, of the establish- 
ment of another great railroad from the West to 
the Atlantie sea-board. Many years ago, it was 
said, when Erie was in the hands of Fisk and 
Gould, McHenry concocted a schemo for building 
what he called the Jersey Shore, Pine Creek, and 


Buffalo Railroad, to run from Salamanca, the east- 
ern terminus of the Atlantic and Great Western 
Road, to Williamsport, where connection would be 
made with the Reading Road. That scheme waa 
abandoned when the friends of McHenry secured 
possession of the Erie Road, and it is now begun 
again because the organization of the Erie Road is 
hostile to Mr. McHenry, and he wants to secure an 
outlet to the Atlantic independent of the Erie. It 
is now proposed, the story says, for the At- 
lantic and Great Western Koad. which is 
now Known as the New-York, Pennsyivania 
and Ohio Railroad, to build the Pine Creek 
Road as far east from Salamanca as Antrim, Penn., 
and Mr. Vanderbilt agreed to build the remainder 
of the road to Williamsport, where it will connect 
with the Reading. Mr. Vanderbilt, it was further 
alleged, secured the present west-bound coal traffie 
for the New-York Central Road by the favor of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. which is his greatest com- 
petitor, and he was anxious to be emancipated 
from its control. In view of the accomplishment 
of this result the New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, the Pine Creek, the New-York Central, and 
the Reading Road have entered into a compa:t, 
the more important provisions of which are the 
following: 

“The said parties of the first, second, third, fourth; . 
and fifti parts covenant and agree with each other. 
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that uvon the completion of the said two railroads, to 

constructed under articles first and second of this 
Agreement, the srid several lines of ratiroad owned. 
ee and controlled by them shall be usea for the 
nierchange of localand through traffic. as a system 
of connecting lines forming one through line from the 
tity of Philaaeliphia to the city of Buffalo. 

“The Reading Company contracts and agrees with 
the other parties hereto that the new line sha!l have 
the benefit of all the Reading Company’s Eaitimore 

md Southern Ratlway connections now existing or 

ereafter to be secured, constructed, or formed. 

“The [New-York] Central Company covenants and 
agrees with the other parties hereto that the new line 
snall have the beneiit of all the Central Company’s 
Vestern and Northern connections now existing or 
here:frer to be secured, constructed, or formed. 

“7:1. Reading Company covenants and a.rees with 
the pac.ecs of the first, second, third, and fourth parts 
that a. railway trafic, the route, direction, or des- 
tination of which it can control, &c., shall be thrown 
on the new line.’”’ 

The result of this combination of Mr. Vanderbilt, 
Mr. Gowen, and Mr. McHenry would be, it was 

2id, to divert the traffic c, this City whieh is now 
brought here by the New-York Central Railroad to 
Philadelphia, the terms of the contract obliging 
Mr. Vanderbilt to send ail his Western freight in- 
tended for Europe over the Reading line. All the 
business of the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Road would also, it was said, be taken from the 
Hrie and sent over the Reading Road, so that this 
City would suffer greatly from the combination. 
When a reporter of Tar Tins suggested this porsi- 
bility «o Mr. Riddle, President of the Rock Island 
Road atthe Windsor Hotel yesterday, he looked at 
his questioner intently for a moment, and then said: 
* Do you believe any such story as that? Do you 
believe that Mr. Vanderbilt is fool enough to ruin 
the business of his principal road? Idon’t.’?) Mr. 
Riddle walked away without volunteering any 
further comment. 

Hugh J, Jewett, President of the Erie Road, of 
which the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio is an 
important link, when asked in regard to the story, 
snid: ‘‘l have no positive knowledge whatever on 
the subject. I have heard rumors fn regard to this 
matter fora long time, but I have never been able 
to trace them to any authoritative source. I cer- 
tainly have no reason to believe that Mr. Vander- 
bilt has entered into any contract of the kind now 
spoken of with Mr. McHenry.” 

“What effect would such a contract have on the 
business of the New-York, Lake Erie and Western?” 

‘All that I can say is this,” said Mr. Jewett. 
“We ure not atall alarmed at any of the threats 
which have been made of building a road from 
Salamanca to connect with the Reading at Wil- 
liamsport. I should anticipate no serious conse- 

quences either to the Erie Road or to the traftic of 
this City from the building of sucharoad. But I 
do not believe that any such road is contemplated. 
I regard this story as simply a fiction invented by 
McHenry for purposes of his own. It is a matter 
of some importance to a man like him to make the 

ublic believe that he is on terms of sueh business 
ntimacy with Mr. Vanderbilt that he can negotiate 
with him for a combination of interesta. Mr. Van- 
derbijit, as I understand, is making a connection 
with the heading for the New-York Central, but he 
ts not making a_ connection with the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. That part of the alleged 
et isa pure fiction bornin the brain of Ne- 

enry.”’ 

Mr. W. HW. Vanderbilt, when his attention was 
tailed to the story, said that it was like a great 
many other things printed about him. There was 
xsmail foundation of truth in the report, upon 
which a superstructure of lies had been built 
which almost hid the facts from view. ‘ There is 
hardiy a fact in this whole story as it is printed,”’ 
said Mr. Vanderbilt, ‘‘and ee man acquainted 
with the railroad business of this country would 
know upon reading it thatit was a tisaue of false- 
hoods almost from beginning to end. In the first 
lace, the story that I was indebted to James Mc- 

enry for securing the control of the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cineinnati and Indianapolis Railroad 
is totally false. James McHenry never owned 
pr pretended to own one-quarter of the stock for 
which I cast votes in the election which gave 
methe control of the road. Iam the owner of 
more than.twice as much stock in that road as 
ever McHenry pretended to own or control, and 
all the English holdings put together Gid not 
amount to 80 much as [I owned myself. It is true 
that the vetes on McHenry’s stock were cast for 
me, but if I remember right I held proxies for 
about 90,000 votes, and I could have carried the 
election without any help from Mr. MeHenry. So 
far as Mr. Gowen, of the Reading Road, is con- 
cerned, the story now told says that he, too, is 
in my power, and that I practically govern 
him in nis actions. Now, the fact is 
that Gowen is a man 0of ability. He 
manages the Reading Road to suit himself, and he 
never comes to me foradvice. I don’t know that 
Ishouid give him advice if he came to me, for I 
think the President of a railroad who cannot man- 
age it had better get into some business that he 
can control properly and give his position to some- 
body who understands it. I have not, as has been 
charged, been able to control Mr. Gowen or to in- 
fluence Mr. McHenry in regard to the combination 
which it is.said has been formed to divert traffic 
from this City. I thought when I first read this 
ridiculous story that ] would say nothing uatil I 
heard what Gowen had to say, but the whole sub- 
ject is so absurd that I have concluded to open my 
mouth. The idea that I, who have every motive in 
the world to bring all the trade that I can to this 
City, shouid deliberately enter into a scheme to 
divert it to Philadelphia is simply laughable.”’ 

** But have you not entered intosome sort of a 
eombination with Mr. Gowen and Mr. McHenry to 
give certain business of the New-York Central to 
the Reading Railroad ?”” 

“IT have entered into acompact to give certain 
business to the Reading Road,’ was the answer, 
** but Mr. McHenry is not a party to that compact, 
and hasno more todo with it than you have. The 
terms of the compact as you have read them to me 
are correct, but the assertion that McHenry is a 
part to them isa falsehood. McHenry and I are 
good friends. He visits my family, and I visit him 
when I am in Europe, but we have no business re- 
lations, for the simple reason that the Atlantic and 
Great Western Road — not reach my road at 
all. I have no use for it, and therefore I 
have no business connection with McHenry. Now, 
this compact about which so mitich talk is 
being made was entered into about a year ago. 
The contraeting parties are the New-York Central, 
the Pine Creek, and the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroads, with the lines controlled by the Central, 
which make a connection with the Pine Creek 
Road. We are building the Pine Creek Road from 
Antrim to Williamsport, and we expect to have it 
in running order next year. Mr. McHenry has 
nothing whatever todo with it. When it 1s eom- 
pleted it will furnish a connection between the 
New-York Central and the Reading, giving us an 
outlet for our Western traffic to Philadelphia. The 
Pine Creek Road was begun by the New-York Cen- 
tral because Mr. Sloan. who used to send ali his 
coal over our road, built an extension of the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna and carried this traftic over 
his own road. The result was that the New-York 
Central lost the business on about 700,000 tons of 
freight a year,and I naturally looked about me to see 
what I could do to make up for this loss of business. 
I found the solution inthe building of the Pine 
Creek Road, which, connecting with the Readin 
at Williamsport, will enable the New-York Centra 
to open up a great cdal territory; and compete 
with Mr. Sloan in this business. Thus we shall not 
only make up for the business which we lost by 
the building of the extension of the Delaware 
and Lackawanna, which is forthe interest of our 
stockholders solely, but we shall introduce a 
new factor into the coal trade by producing 
competition in the business. Of course, in order to 
make this connection with the Reading available 
for our purposes, we were obliged to give to that 
road some equivalent for the benefits which we 
were to derive from it. The Reading carried us 
into the coal regions, and made forus a new _busi- 
ness to take the place of that which we had lost 
from Mr. Sloan. Inreturn for this we agreed to 
give to tho Reading, as soon as the Pine Creek 

oad is finished and connection is made at Wil- 
jamsport, all our Western and Northern bus!- 
ness; designed for Philadelphia, We have not 
been giving this business to the Pennsylvania, as 
those who have started this story of the McHenry 
compact say. It has been given to the Delaware 
and Lackawanna, and in return for it we received 
the coal business until the extension of that road 
was built. It isasimple business proposition. The 
New-York Central received something from the 
Delaware and Lackawanna, and it gave something 
to the Delaware and Lackawanna. It receives 
nothing from that road now, and it proposes to 
transfer its business to the Reading, which is to 
fixe it an equivalent for the trafic which it has 
ost.’ 

* Then, according to the terms of the contract, 
no traffic isto be diverted from this City?” 

“Not at all. Onthe contrary, this City is to be 
pbenefited by an increased traffic in coal. The 
Western and Northern business of the New-York 
Central which is to be given to the Reading is 
simply the business which has hitherto gone over 
the Delaware and Lackawanna to Philadelphia. It 
will hereafter go over the Reading line. We open 
to the Reading all our territory in the North and 
West, and the Reading opens to us a coal-field 
from whieh we shall draw a business equal, if not 
tuperior, to that which we have lost. That is all 
the compact about which so much is being said 
pmuunts to. Mr. McHenry has nothing to do with 
It, and the agreement, so far as it has any bearing 

nm this City at all, certainly has a tendency to in- 
grease the traffic here.”

EXPOSING THE MEDIUMS 


SPIRITUALISTIC TRICKS SHOWN UP 
BY MR. CUMBERLAND. 
PUTTING THE ENGLISH MIND-READER’S 
POWERS TO SEVERE TESTS, WITH SOME 

OBSTRUCTION FROM SPIRITUALISTS. 

Mr. Stuart Cumberland’s announcement that 
he would expose the cabinet manifestations in 
which spiritualists so much delicht attracted en 
audience that completely filled Chickering Hall last 
evening. A committee of half a dozen gentlemen 
was selected from the audience and took seats 
upon the platform, where they could inspect the 
methods of the mind-reader and see that 


there was no collusion practiced between him and 
his assistant, and asa guarantee also of their fair- 
ness. The members of the committee were picked 
out at random. Mr. Henry Bergh, Mr. Stephen 
Massey, Mr. Tice, the jeweler, of Brooklyn, the 
Rey. Dr. Palmer, and Dr. Newton were among the 
number. Dr. Newton was requested to think of 
some article that was in the possession of some 
person in the hall, and write the name of the per- 
son and that of the article on a slip ot paper. 
This was dcne, and Mr, Bergh became the custo- 
dian of the pieca of paper. Mr. Cumberland was 
then blindfolded, and, placing Dr. Newton’s left 
hand to his own forehead, proceeded to solve the 
difficult problem. With hardly any hesitation he 
led Dr. Newton down the aisle, and on reaching a 
lady selected a diamond ear-ring as the object of 
the Dooctor’s thoughts. The experiment was a suc- 
cess, and the lady admitted that her name was that 
which Mr. Bergh read to the astonished audience. 
At Mr. Cumberland’s direction the Doctor thought 
of aplace where he would like to have the ear- 
ring deposited, and, blindfolding himself again, 
Mr. Cumberland led him strairht back to the plat- 
form and placed the jewel in Mr. Bergb’s hand. 
The Doctor was even more astonished than the 
audience, as he admitted that that was the spot up- 
permosttin his mind. 

As Mr. Cumberland was about to proceed with 
his next test—that of picking out the moath and 
the date of birth of any person on a chart—a little 
incident occurred, showing that an attempt was 
being made by some Spiritualists to throw him 
into confusion and to destroy the effect 
of his tests with the audience. He 
had called for somebody to come forward to aid 
him in the illustration of the age test, and, in re- 
sponse to his invitation, a gentleman hurried down 
the aisle and took the platform. He was directed 
to take his seat at the tabie and write his name, 
which was then to be) given to Mr. Bergh. As 
Mr. Cumberland was proceeding with the next 
step, the stranger frankly admitted that 
the name was not his own which he had 
just written. He them esked permission to put 
Mr. Cumberland toa test, which was readily agreed 
to, after the audience had signified its assent. Tne 
stranger then asked him to pick out inthe audi- 
ence the man upon whom he would concentrate 
his thoughts, and who, be said, was quite as 
well-known to the audience as the Presi- 
dent of the United States. ‘I know the 
gentleman by sight only, and have never 
spoken to him in my life,” said the 
stranger. Mr. Cumberland tied the handkerchief 
over his eyes, and, taking the stranger’s hand, be- 
gan the search for the man who was as wellknown 
as the President of the United States. He spent 
nearly 10 minutes in his endeavor, and finally, after 
hunting about without suceess, removed the hand- 
kerehief and bluntly asked if the object of his 
search was in the house. ‘ Yes,” shouted a bald- 
headed gentleman with short gray whiskers, who 
occupied a seat near the stage. ‘* You've been all 
all around him half a dozen times, and you haven't 
been able to find him yet.” The spiteful vigor of 
the remark was remembered by the audience. Mr. 
Cumberland devoted a few more minutes tothe 
search and asked tiat the stranger communicate 
the name to somebody else, and through that oth- 
er person he would endeavor to find the name. 
While the several gentiemen to whom the name 
was confided all knew it quite as well 
as they did that of the President, none of them 
was acquainted with him, and, being unable to fix 
his locality in their own minds, were, of course, 
unable to assist the mind-reader. The latter then 
gave up the attempt. Itis only fairto him to say 
that he has performed the same test under other 
conditions. The uudience was in sympathy with 
him and in order to be assured that the man 
was in the house and that no trick was being 
played upon them by the stranger, demanded his 
name. The stranger replied: ‘‘Max Strakosch,”’ 
and pointed out that gentleman, Mr. Cumberland 
neatly covered his retreat by inviting Mr. Stra- 
kosch upon the platform, and there, while blind- 
folded, picking out on the chart September as tho 
month and the 27th as the date of Mr. 
Strakosch’s birth. Mr. Strakosch laughingly 
informed the audience that the information 
discovered by the mind-reader was correct. By 
the same process he next indicated the date on 
a coin, and the exact location of a pain from which 
a gentleman in the audience admitted he was suf- 
fering. The latter had written ‘pain in the liver” 
on aslp of paper, and after Mr. Cumberland bad 
searched him all over and finally concluded by 
patting the region of his liver affectionately, Mr. 
Bergh read the slip of paper. Roars of laughtar 
and prolonged applause greeted this little experi- 
ment. 

The cabinet manifestations and the exposé of the 
manner cf producing them were iilustrated most 
successfully. Mr. Cumberland permitted himself 
to be bound hand and foot and tied toa chair in 
the eabinet. [ts curtains were then drawn. and 
from within the enclosure came sounds of a whistle 
and atamborine. Then the tamborine sudden!y flew 
over the top of the cabinet upon the stare. When 
the curtains were drawn aside. Mr. Cumberland 
was still seated inthe chair, and the Doctors cer- 
tified to the audience that his eords had not been 
untied. A glass containing water placed upon 
the tambourine, which in turn was placed 
upon his knees, was found to be drained 
when the audience next was_ permitted 
to gaze into the interior of the cabinet. 
Then two pieces of wood were naijied together by 
Mr. Cumberland, two nails having been placed in 
his mouth, a chair alongside his own, and the 
hammer rested in his chair. A spiritualist was in- 
vited to come forward and inspect the operations, 
and the bald-headed gentleman with gray whiskers 
climbed upon the platform. He insisted on raising 
some objections to the exact method of procedure, 
possibly with an idea of preventing the exposé, but 
was hissed down. When Mr.Cumber!and invited him 
into the cabinet to see some of his spirits and be 
blindfolded into the bargain, he refused point 
blank, and was laughed at and jeered by the audi- 
ence. In the exposé which followed the audience 
was shown how fe an extraordinary faculty of 
contorting the body and working the muscles 
all these wonderful spirit manifestations were 
done. There was no longer any mystery 
about this c'ass of spiritual 
The spiritualist peered over into the cabinet while 
Mr. Cumberland was showing the modus operandi, 
and exclaimed at its close, “That’s genuine 
enough.” Another spirit trick, that of producing 
the spirits of various persons from a cabinet in 
which the medium is placed, after having 
been severely tried, was skillfully exposed, Mr. 
Cumberland personating the spirit and walking 
about in his darkened hall ina suit of white. When 
he was placed in his cabinet he had ona black suit, 
This method of transformation, he assured his audi- 
ence, was simple enough, as all spiritualists very 


well knew.

PROTECTION OF GAME. 
—_—~——_—_ 
FIRST MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK ASSOCIA- 
TION FOR 1882-3. 

The first meeting of the New-York Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Game for the season 
1882-3 was held last evening at Angear & Croghan’s, 
No.€9 Madison-avenue. The Vice-President,the Hon. 
Benjamin L. Ludington, presided, and among the 
well known sportsmen present were the following: 
Dr. Jonn W. Greene, Dr. Stephen A. Main, Fay- 
ette S. Giles, Edward Wight, Wisner H. Townsend, 


Alfred Koe, Wakeman Holburton, and Charles F, 
Imbrie. Mr. Thomas N. Cuthbert, Secretary and 
Treasurer, reported that the affairs of the 
association were in a very prosperous condi- 
tion. During the Summer he had received ample 
evidence of the large amount of good done by the 
association in influencing the formation of kindred 
organizations in other districts in which game and 
fish had heretofore been ruthlessly destroyed. The 
number of communications asking for information 
in relation to the establishment of associations for 
the protection of game was very large, and in every 
instance the information sought for had been 
promptly forwarded. 

A letter was read from President Roosevelt, who, 
in company with the veteran fisherman, Seth 
Green, is fishing along the Southern coast. Mr. 
Roosevelt. who left Norfolk, Va.. in his 
yacht, the Fishhawk, on Nov. 22, spoke 
of his trip, which he took. for the 
purpose of examining the habits of the food 
fishes peculiar to these waters—striped bass, blue- 
fish, &&. He expected, he said, to obtain valuable 
information on a subject about which little is 
known among fishermen. A communication was 
read from the Secretary of the State Association 
for the Protection of Game, 
series of or in regard to the proper seasons 
for the killing of game and catching of fish, as weil 
as measures for their protection. The answers to 
these questions will be utilized in framing amend- 
ments to the game laws to be vresented at the 
next session of the Legislature. At the conolusion 
of the business session the members partook of 
the customary game supper, which was served by 
Augear & Croghan.

DARING ROBBERY BY MASKED ROBBERS—AN 
ALLEGED MURDERER ACQUITTED. 

Detroit, Dec. 11.—One of the most daring 
robberies ever perpetrated here occurred at the 
Michigan Central Stock-yards, one mile west of the 
Junction, between land 3 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Atthat time the watchman in charge of the 
office and two others who were looking after some 
hogs in the yard were all seated in the waiting- 
room warming themselves, when four masked men 
entered and presented revolvers at their hoads. 
The burglars then divested the men of their boots 
and locked them in acloset. They next proceeded 
to work on the safe in the Cashier's office in the 
rear of the waiting-room. Shortly afterward the 
night watchman appeared on his customary tour 
of inspection. He was whistling, which gave warn- 
jag eof his approach. As_he entered the door he 
was seized, disarmed, and thrust into the closet 
with theothers, The burglars then proceeded with 
their work, and in about an hour succeeded in 


blowing open the safe. Only $50 rewarded their 
diligence and daring, $70 being concealed in an en- 
velope, and some $1,600 in checks being also una- 
vuilable. It was some time after their departure 
before the imprisoned men could release them- 
selves, so that the thieves made good their escape, 
coming into the city. The workis believed to be 
that of professionals. 


BAUTIMORE, Nov. 11.—In the case of John 
Dignan, on trial for the murder of Edward H. 
Frames, on the night of June 3 last, the jury, after 
being out since Saturday evening, rendered a ver- 
dict cf acquittal this morning. The murder was a 
most atrocious and cold-blooded one. Frames, 
with two other young men, hearing the cries ofa 
young girl who was being dragged by two mentoa 
vacant lot in the north-eastern section of thecity late 
at night, proceeded tothe rescue of thegirl. As they 
reached the spot several pistol-shots were fired by 
the parties assaulting the girl and young Frames 
was shot in the head and killed. The young 
woman, as well as her perseeutors, fled. Subse- 
quently the girl was found, and John Dignan and 
John Hepkins were jointly indicted forthe murder. 
Hopkins was tried last monta before a jury in Bal- 
timore County Court, found guilty of murder inthe 
second degree, and sentenced to 15 years in the 
penitentiary. The testimony of the girl, Mary 
Judge, in the trial of Dignan was directly contra- 
dictory to her previous statements. 


LittLE Rock, Ark., Dec. 11.—Considerabla 
sensation was ereated here this morning by the 
discovery that Robert 8. Crampton, for five years 
past Cashier and Paymaster of the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Railroad, isa defaulter. The amount 
is not yet ascertained, but it is believed that it ex- 
ceeds $10,000. Crampton left on Tuesday, ostensi- 
bly for Searey, Ark., with his wife, but upoa 
reaching Walnut Ridge, on the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, he told her the facts, and she returned 
to Little Rock.

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SOPHOCLES'S AJAX PLAYED 
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178 REVIVAL AFTER AN INTERVAL 
CW TWO THOUSAND YiHARS. 
CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY THE PLACE—RBE- 

LIEF THAT THE AUTHOR WOULD HAVE 
BEEN SATISFIED HAD HE BEEN PRESENT. 
Cambridge Letter lo the London Daily News of Nov. 30. 
Michaelmas Term, 1582, will be memorable 
in the annals of Cambridge University for two 
events of very different, but about equally excep- 
tional, nature—the contested election of a member 
of Parliament and the performance of a Greek 
play in its original language. It is a quarter of a 
century since we had a contested election, and 
seldom, if ever, has one been contested with 
more spirit. Political excitement has hardly 
subsided when our attention is called in 
another direction. The proposal to act a Greek 
play was mocted more than six months 
ago, so that the exditement connected with it has 
not been of that feverish nature which has charac- 
terized our political efforts. But, if quieter, it has 
not been less real; if less extended, it hasnot been 
lessintense. Considering that the ** Ajax” has not 
been performed, at least in public, so far as we are 
aware, fora trifle over two thousand years, it is no 
wonder that the revival of such a masterpiece has 
aroused grat interest. Tho records of the univer- 
sity do nut appear to show that a Greek play was 
ever performed here before. Latin plays were 
nothing unusual, and Queen Elizaveth, when she 
visited Cambridge rather more than threo centu- 
ries ago, was graciously pleased to sit through the 
performance of adrama of Plautus in the Chapel 
of King’s College. Learned as her Majesty was, 
she would hardly have found her knowledge of 
Greek equal to tho enjoyment of a play of 
Sophocles, even if the students or King’s College 
had been gracious enough to recite it before her. 
The Amateurj Dramatic Club, strong as is the dra- 
matic talent of its members, has wisely declined to 


venture on any language but the vernacular. Thus 
we may probably look in vain for a preeedent in 
this university for the performance which has 
taken place to-night. We cannot. indeed, claim to 
be entirely original. Oxford began with the “ Aga- 
memnon” of A’schylus two years ago: Harvard 
followed suit with a play of Sophocles last yoar. 
in this the public will doubtless be glad to see 
a confirmation of its fixed idva that Cambridge 
is generally behind the rest of the world; 
but if we are last in the field it will probably be 
allowed that in some respects the representation 
of the * Ajax” is more perfect than any that have 
preceded it. The play itself is not one that appeals 
to a modern audience so strongly as the grim 
tragedy of the ‘‘Agamemnon.”” Those who 
acted the first Greek play had the great advan- 
tage of being able to choose the drama_ which, 
of allthose that are left to us, is beyond doubt 
the one best suited for the modern stage. Its 
eatastrophe and the passions that bring it about 
are such as arouse the sympathies of allraces and 
all times. The same ean hardly be said of the 
‘Ajax.’ The direct and constant interference of 
the Deity in the latter play is less imposing to 
our minds than tho vague and awful fate 
which hangs over Agamemnon, and lures him to 
his doom. The ravings of Cassandra possess an 
element of pathos which is lacking in the madness 
of Ajax. There is something grotesque and almost 
ludicrous in the description of the punishment in- 
flicted en the flocks. Lastly, however fully we may 
sympathize with Ajax in his woes, however inev- 
itable is h's self-sought death, we cannot take the 
same vivid interest in his burial. When Ajax died 
the play should, according to modern ideas, come 
to an end, and the last 400 lines are, ina certain 
sense, an anti-climax. ; 

But if the “‘ Death and Burial of Ajax,” as Prof. 
Jebb rightly styles the play, is to modern tastes 
inferior to the “* Agamemnon,” it is still one which 
affords scope for all excellencies of acting, and it 
was placed upon the stage in a way that left noth- 
ing to be desired. {[t would be invidious to com- 
pare the merits of the actors on this and the for- 
mer occasion, and it would be hard indeed to ex- 
cel the Clytemnestra of Mr. Benson or the Cassan- 
dra of Mr. Lawrenee, but in other respects the per- 
tormance of the ‘* Ajax’’ may fairly be regarded as 
bearing the palm. When we say that the music, 
yocal and instrumental, of the choruses was writ- 
ten by Prof. Macfarren, and conducted by Mr. 
Stanford; that the scenery was painted by Mr, 
John O'Connor from original authorities, and that 


the costumes and other properties had the benefit | 


of Mr. Waldstein's archeological knowledge, we 
may be eure that there was little to find fault with 
in these respects. ‘The two scenes were, indeed, 
beautiful works of art. The first represents a por- 
tion of the Greek camp before Troy. On the left is 
the portal of the hut of Ajax, closed by a 
curtain; om the right are the prows of the 
Gresk ships, anchored in Archaic fashion to 
large stones, 
blue in the morning light, and in the distance 
is the broken coast beyond the Hellespont. In 
the second we are transported to a desolate spot 
on another part of the coast, frinzed with firs and 
hidden from the gaze of men. The sea and the 
distant coast ave darkened with the shades of com- 
ing night, and the smiling heavens have been ob- 
scured by the lurid clouds of sunset. The stage 
itself is constructed with strict regard to archwo- 
logical propriety. The thymele in the centre of 
the orchestra is taken from the extant one in the 
theatre of Dionysius at Athens. The proscenium 
represents the tront of the stage of a Greek theatre. 
it is of polychrome architecture, and the pediment 
above the cpening is supported by Ionic columns. 
In the midst of the pediment 
figures taken from ancient statues given 
bas-relief. Similar bas-reliefs decorate

This part again, like that of 
Ajax, is one of a very wide scope, and Mr. Mack- 
lin is equal toit. Onevery side the character of 
Tecmessa, in her feminine tenderness, devotion, 
and despair, is a wonderful contrast to that of 
Ajax. The most striking portion of the play is, 
perhaps, the scene in which Tecmessa, aided by 
the chorus, endeavors to turn Ajax from his reso- 
lution. The persuasiveness of ber love, the ear- 
nestness of hor pleading, the picture she draws of 
her future if deserted by him, seem only to con- 
firm the heroin his dread resolve, and Ajax, true 
Greek, ail love for his son, is brutal to his wife 
alone. In the narrative of what had happened 
during Ajax’s night of madness, Mr. Macklia 
shows remarkable descriptive faculty; but it is in 
his power of expressing grief that, to our mind, 
his chief force lies. ‘This was especially remarka- 
ble’ all through the latter part of ths 
drama, where Tecmessa, sitting in silent des- 
pair by the corpse of Ajax, too much overcome by 
grief to listen to the wrangling chiefs, can only 
sbow her agony by gesture and by-play. Of the 
other parts, the most important are those of 
Odysseus and Teucer. Mr, White Thomson, as 
Odysseus, hardly perhaps looks the part, but he 
represents the caution and cunning, the selfish 
forethought, and interested piety of the wily son of 
Laertes with great skill. Mr. Henry Cust makes an

HOW WASHINGTON THIEVES WORK 


REMARKABLE STORY TOLD BY CONYICTS TO 
A DELEGATION OF CITIZENS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 11.—The citizens’ move- 
ment to secure greater protection from profes- 
sional burglars and sneak-thieves is assum- 
ing definite form. To-day a delegation, 
consisting of Messrs. John W. Thompson, 
W. W. Burdette, R. C. Fox, William Thomp- 
son, and J. W. Magruder, representing 
the citizens’ committee recently appointed to take 
charge of the subject, drove to the District 
jail and held an extended interview with 


O'Leary and Murphy, the convicted thres- 
card monte and pbunko men, now serving 
out a year’s sentence. These men made some 
startling revelations to the committee. They gave 
detailed accounts of the Burdette silk robbery, 
the robberies in the Upton and Wood houses in I- 
street, the Government Printing-office theft, and 
the Fitch, Fox and Brown robbery, showing athor- 
ough knowledge of those adroitl¥ managed affairs. 
The names of the operators in each instance were 
given, the list including well-known Northern pro- 
fessionals. he first taree jobs were performed, 
they allege, by ‘‘Johnnie” Burnett, alias ‘* Little 
Johnnie;” ‘Jack’? Connolly, and ** Mari” Allen; 
and the others by men known to them as “ Little 
Horace,” (a sneak-thief expert.) ‘* Ned” Rice, and 
**Buok.” The monte men say that the detectives 
of Washington, in each of the instances named, 
received a percentage of the proceeds of the rob- 
beries. The amount of proceeds in every caso 
was given with particularity, and the names of the 
detectives who were most active in the business 
were furnished. A rather peculiar fact in connec- 
tion with the story of these men is the assertion 
that certain of the detectives, whom tkey name, 
planned and sent for the operators to execute each 
robbery, a field of operations being chosen where 
the detectives could afford the thieves reasonable 
immunity from capture. 

O’Leary said that the high pereentage charged 
for protection by the Washington detectives was a 
matter of complaint among all the members of the 
profession with whom he had ever “stood 
in.” He said the percentage usually eharged 
where the arrangement could be made 
with the officers, was 10 per cent., but 
that here the detectives demanded 20 per cent. on 
all the business done by the profession. O’Leary 
seems to be intelligent and is well educated. An 
interesting episode occurred during the examina- 
tion. Mr. Magruder, one of the committee, after 
looking intently at O'Leary for some time. asked 
him if he had ever atiended collego. O'Leary 
replied that he was educated ir Gonzaga 
College, “Then,” said Mr. Magruder, ‘we 
were college-mates. I now remember you 
well.”’ O'Leary seemed greatly mortified 
at the recognition. Both Murphy and O'Leary 
gave a circumstantial account of the Christiancy 
diamond robbery at the National Hotel on Sept. 
1, 1881, and alleged that the diamonds of 
the ex-Minister and his wife, valued at from 
$15,000 to $20,000, wereldisposed of at a great 
sacrifice in New-York, and that a heavy 
percentage was given to two _ detectives 
who are named. ‘The wife of one of these men,” 
O'Leary said, “‘now wears dresses made from silk 
taken in the Burdette silk robbery, and given to 
the detective as his part of the plunder.”’ 

‘The men said that the entire detective force of 
the District partieipated in the monte and bunko 
business and received pro rata dividends from 
aaa levied each week upon the combina- 
ion.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS ON VARI- 
OUS SUBJECTS. 

THE DUTY ON COTT@N TIES—RIGHTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES UNDER STATE LAWS— 

AN IMPORTANT LAND TITLE CASE. 
WasSHiNGTON, Dec. 11.—A decision was ren- 
dered in the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day inthe case of A. S. Badger, Collector of 
Customs of ithe Port of New-Orleans, vs. D. L. 
Ranlett & Co., in which the controversy relates to 


the proper duty to be collected on imported cotton 
ties. The court holds that cotton ties, each con- 
sisting of an iron strip and an iron buckle imported 
in bundles, each bundle consisting of 20 strips and 
30 buckles, each strip 11 feet long and the whoie 
blackened, are subject toa duty of 85 per cent. 


ad valorem as ‘manufactures of fron” not other- | 


wise provided for under schedule E, section 2,504, 
of the Revised Statutes, and not to a duty of 14% 
cents per pound under said schedule as “ band, 
hoop, and scroll iron.’”’ The question as to 
whether the articles were subject to some other 
rate of duty than one of those two, not having 
been raised on the trial in the court below, cannot 
be raised by the plaintiff in error in this court. 
The judgment of the Cireuit Court is affirmed. 
Opinion by Justice Blatchford. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of 
Henry Fink, United States Marshal, appellant, vs. 
Thomas‘O’Neill, brought here by appeal from the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the Eastern 


District of Wisconsin. The question presented by 
this suit is one of considerable interest to debtors 
of the United States, namely, whether in cases of 
executions upon judgments in civil actions the 
United States aresubject to the same limitations 
and exemptions which apply to private persous 
under the law of the State in which the property 
levied on is found. O'Neill, the appellees, owns 
and occupies as a homestead 40 acres of 
land, with a residence thereon, situated in the 
Eastern Judicial District of Wisconsin. The 
United States has obtained in the Distriet 
Court a_ judgment against him in a_ civil 
action and seeks to enforce it by a levy upon and 
saie of his farm. Under the laws of Wisconsin 
homesteads of 40 acres if situated in the country 
and of one-quarter of an acre if situated in a 
town or city are exempt from levy and sale upon 
executions under judgments recovered by private 
creditors. The questions raised by the appeal are 
whether the action of the United States in this re- 
spect is to be controlled by the laws of Wisconsin, 
ana whether the United States are on the same 
level with private individuals as regards the en- 
forcement of their rights. The argument in sup- 
port of the apveal is based upon the docirine that 
the United States as a soveréign is not bound 
by the laws of the State of Wiseonsin exempt- 
ing the homestead of the debtor from sale on ex- 
ecution. This court holds, ina longand carefully 
prepared opinion by Mr. Justice Matthews: First, 
that the laws of the State creating such exemp- 
tions arenot Jaws for the United States, unless 
they have been made such by Congress itself. Sec- 
oud, that, however, by the act of Congress of June 
1, 1872, andthe earlier laws upon whieh it was 
founded, the courts of the United States were for- 
bidden either to adopt or recognize <7 form of 
execution or give any effect to it not duly author- 
ized at the time of the passage of the act by the 
State in which the ease should arise. Third, that 
as the statute of Wisconsin exempting homesteads 
from levy and sale upon execution was in force at 
the time the act of Congress of June 1, 1872, 
took effect, and has remained so continuously 
from that time, it follows that the exemption 
has thereby become a law of the United States 
within that State, and applies to executions issued 
upon judgments in civil causes recovered in their 
courts in their own name and bekali, as well as to 
those upon judgments rendered in favor of private 
individuals. This conclusion cannot be avoided by 
the consideration which has been urged that these 
laws cannot limit the sovereign rights of the United 
States, for the reason that the sovereign is not 
bound by such laws unless he is expressly named. 
These laws are the expression of the sovereien will 
on the subject, and are conclusive upon the ju- 
dicial and executive officers to whom they are 
addressed, and as they forbid the issue of 
an execution in every case except subject to 
limitations which they mention, and as 
there is no authority to issue an execution 
in any case whatever except as conferred by them, 
the sovereign right invoked is left without the 
means of vindication. The United States cannot 
enforee the collection of a debt from an unwilling 
debtor except by judicial process. They must 
bring a suit and obtain a judgment. To reap ihe 
fruits of that judgment thoy must cause an execu- 
tion to issue. The courts have no inherent au- 
thority to take any one of these steps except as it 
may have been conferred by the iegislative ce- 
partment, for they can exercise no jurisdiction ex- 
cept as the law confirms and limits It, and if the 
laws in question do not permit an execution to 
issue upon a judgment in favor of the United 
States, except subject to the exemptions which 
apply to citizens, there are no others which confer 
authority to issue any execution at all. The judg- 
ment of the Cirenit Court is affirmed. 

A decision was aiso rendered by the court in the 
important land title case of Charles H. Van Wyck, 
appellant, vs. Sherman W. Knevals, an appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
District of Nebrzska. The prinelpal questien pre- 
sented by this case is, What was the time of the 
taking effect of the land grant made to the State 
of Kansas by the act of Congress of July 23, 1886, 
for the benefit of the St. Joseph and Denver Rail- 
road Company, in the consiruction of a railroad 
from Elwood, in that State, to its junetion with 
the Union Pacific Railroad or a_ branch 
thereof? The granting act provides. that 
if it appear, when the route of the road 
is “definitely fixed,” that the United States 
have sold any section or part thereof, or the right 
of pre-emption or homestead settlement has at- 
tached, or the same has been reserved by the 
United States for any purpose, the Secretary of 
the luterior shall cause an equal quantity of other 
lands to be selected from odd sections nearest 
those designated in lieu of the lands appropriated, 
which shall be hela by the State for the seme pur- 
poses. The question thus arises, When is the route 
of the road to be regarded as “definitely fixed,’’so 
as to cut off the right of pre-emption from subse- 
quent settlers on the land’ In the present case the 
same tract of land is elaimed by both the litigants. 
Knevals, the complainant in the court below, who 


| derives his title from the railroad company, con- 


tends that the route is “definitely fixed’’ within 
the meaning of the act of Congress when the 
company files with the Secretary of the Interior 
a map of its lines approved by its Directors, desiz- 
nating the route of the proposed road. On the 
other hand, the defendant, Van Wyck, who ac- 
quired his interest by subsequent settlement on the 
land, and by obtaining a patent therefor, contends 
that the route cannot be deemed “definitely fixed” 
so that the grant attaches to any particular sec-

issue of the Secretary’s order or upon notice 
of the withdrawal being given to the local 
land officers. Congress, which possesses the 
absolute power of alienation of the pubiic lands, 


has prescribed the period at which other parties | 


than the grantee named. shall have the privilege 
of acquiring arightto portions of the land specified, 
and neither the Secretary nor any other officer of 
the Land Department, ean extend the period by 
requiring something to be done subsequently, 
and until done continuing the right of parties 
to settle on the lands as previously. Other- 
wise it would be in their power, by vexatious 
or dilatory proceedings, to defeat the act of Con- 
gress, or at least seriously to impair its benefit. 
Persons learning of the route established—and 
they would not fail to do this—might, be- 
tween the filing of the map and notice to 
local land ofiicers, take up the most valua- 
ble portions of the lands. Nearness to the 
proposed road would add tothe yalue of the seec- 
tions, and would lead to a general settlement upon 
them. It follows that when the appellant, Van 
Wyck, made his entry of the lands in controversy 
and obtained a patent therefor the titie had passed 
from the United States, and consequently no right 
eould pe conferred upon him. ‘The decree of the 
Circuit Court is affirmed. Opinion by Justice 
Field. The above opinion is decisive of a large 
number of cases besides the one here presented, 
and will settle the title to 18,000 or 20,000 acres of 
land in Thayer County, Neb.

This notice must be filed within a year and 
subsequent to the time that the willis probated 
The question in this case is whether such a notic¢ 
can be filed by any one but the widow, who, being 
insane, cannot do so personally. The statute does 
not authorize the guardian to do so, and fy 
this State the presumption is always in favol 
of carrying out the will of the testator. 
The £xecutors will, therefore, file a bill In the 
Circuit Court for La Crosse County, asking fot 
directions as to what rights Mrs. Washburn or het 
guardian have in the premises. If the court de: 
cides that the guardian or the courtitself can maka 
an election in the place of Mrs. Washburn, it will 
still be for the court to decide whether under the 
circumstances of the case it will not elect that the 
will of the testator shall be carried out, as hé 
makes ample provision in the will for her main: 
tenance and support. In case the court should 
decide that ske shall take under the statute and 
not under the will, she will then be entitled in 
this State to the dower and lands of which the 
testator was seized during coverture, and alsa 
the distribution of the share of personal property. 
Ex-Gov. Washburn was the owner of very valuable 
flouring mills in Minneapolis, estimated te be 
worth $900,000. Under the statute of Minnesota 
the widow is entitled to one-third of all the lands 
of which her husband was seized during covertare, 
in fee absolute. If the eourt decides that Mrs. 
Washburn can take against the will, alife estate 
in one-third of all the pine lands end other landr 
owned by Mr. Washburn within this State, 
and one-third of the personal property be: 
longing to the estate, also the fee in one 
third af the fiouring mills and the lands fn tha 
Minnesota estate, it will defeat the intention of 
the testator, and place in the hands of the guar 
dian property amounting in value to $500,000 of 
$600,000. Ii, on the other hand, the Court decideg 
that the provisions made in the will for Mrs. Wash: 
burn are adequate in every way, and that there is no 
reason for diverting this large fund. and placing 
it in the hands of the guardian, the Executors will 
then be able to execute the trustsin the will, pay 
all the legacies, and carry eur the liberal endown- 
ment forthe orphan asylum in Minneapolis, and 
the public library at La Crosse.

EXPLORATIONS IN PATAGONIA, 
. Naples Letter to the London Times, 

About two years have elapsed since the 
Vega touched at Naples on its return voyage of 
discovery. Most of the crew were Swiss or Nor- 
wegians, but there was one Italian on board, 


Lieut. Bove. As being a Southern Italian he was 
received most joyously, and this fact not improb- 
ably gave a fresh impulse to the ambition to dis- 
tinguish himself by seeking to explore yet un- 
Known seas. A project was started for sending 
an expedition to the Antarctic Ocean. Lieut. Bove 
was to be the commander of it, and heand his 
eompanions left this country for South America on 
a kind of preparatory voyage. They have just re- 
turned, having landed in Genoa, and the following 
details with which ths journals furaish us may 
afford some pleasant relief after the hot discus- 
sisns on the c/éture: “* Asis well known,” says the 
journalist, ‘* there has been much discussion about 
the existence of a gigantic raeo of Patagonians, ag 
to whose stature many were disposed to doubt the 
report of Magellan. But in wandering over Terra 
del Fuego our travelers found bumsan craniums 
and bones of such an enormous size as to prove tha 
existence of a race which has now disappeared, 
and thus attest the veracity of Magellan. In those 
regions there is a river, the Santa Cruz. almost un- 
known. Fitz Roy and Darwin alone within atew 
years have navigated it in part. Moreno and Ma- 
vano, Argentines, went further up, so that the 
Italian expedition had, as it were, anew field fot 
study during the 18 days that they remained 
there. A painfnl spectacle was presented t 
them on arriving at Cape Horn. There is not 
a ridge on the coast which does not record 4 
shipwreck. Every pert was covered with broker

HMEERSCHAUM STATISTICS, 
From the London Times. 

The place most productive of this mimeral it 
known to ke near the town of Eski-scheir, in 
Anatolia, Asia Minor. A recemt account by Herr 
Adler states that the preparation of 100 boxes 


of meerschaum there takes 12 to 15 persons two 
motths, and costs about £120. In Eski-echeir the 
averaze price of the box of mercantile ware hag 
varied, since 1873, between about £6 to £10 (last 
year it wasabout the former.) Refuse ware cag 
be haa at about an eigth of theprice. Thereare 14 
qualities, end each is to be had in four sizes, there 
being 25 to 40 pieces of the first size per box, and 
450 to 1,500 pieces of the fourth (the box is 36 
inches long, 8 inches broad, and 15% inches deep.) 
In the last two decades, the export of meerschaum 
has considerably increased: from 3,000 boxes Ia 
1855 it has risen to 11,100 in 1831. In Constcati- 
nople the trade is managed by about 15 firms— 
Austrian, Buigarian, Greek. Armenian, and Turk: 
ish—who bring their wares into the Vienna market, 
The large importation into Vienna may be said ta 
date from between 1850 and i#0, when the produs 
tion of pipe-bewls} and cigar-tips was greatly in: 
creased for export to England, France, and North 
America. In if60 a considerable export of pipesta 
San Francisco was first developed, while larg 
quantities ef cigar-tips were sent to America an 
Australia via Hamburg. Sincethen, the eonditions 
of the trade have altered much, chiefly in conse: 
quence of the hich duties imposed in Amertaa. In 
that country arose, with the ald of emigrant turn: 
ers trom Austria, a home industry, which has suc 
cessfully competed with the Vienna pipe manufac: 
ture (forthe products of which America was pre 
viously the best customer.) With France and Ger 
many, the United States obtalus the raw product 
mainly from Austria.

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SEEKING PAY FOR COTTON 


THE GOVERNMENT SUING FOR 
NEARLY 7WO MILLIONS. 
HARRISON JOHNSTON’S ALLEGED CONVER- 

SION OF THE PROCEEDS OF SALES OF 
CAPTURED AND ABANDONED COTTON. 
Argument was resumed yesterday morning 
In the action of the United States against Harrison 
Johnston, in the United States Circuit Court, be- 
fore Judge Coxe. Assistant United States District 
Attorney Herrick and Mr. Douglas Campbell ap- 
peared for the Government and ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Bristow, Gen. Burnett, and D. J. H. 
Wilcox appeared as counsel for the defendant. 
Mr. Johnston and his son, both residents of Mis- 
sissippi, were present. Mr. Harrison Johnston was 
Bppoipted an Assistant Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department by Secretary McCulloch, 
May 8, 1865, under the provisions of “an act to pro- 
vide for the collection of abandoned property, and 
for the prevention of frauds in insurrectionary 
districts within the United States.”’ He was as- 


signed to duty in the Counties of Lowndes, Monroe, 
Oktibbeha, and Noxubee, in the State of Missis- 
sippi, and was instructed to receive and collect so 
much cotton in those counties, as could be satis- 
factorily snown to have been purchased by or 
held on account of tbe so-calied Confederate 
States. The cotton thus collected was to be shipped 
with as little delay as possible to William C. Orme, 
Supervising Special Agent at Memphis, or 
T. C. A. Dexter, Supervising Special Agent 
at Mobile. Myr. Johnston is charged with having 
wrongfully and fraudulently detained from the 
Government and its agents large quantities of 
“oaptured and abandoned” cotton, collected by 
him as a Government agent, and with having dis- 
posed of the same to his own use. In the original 
complaint the value of the cotton alleged to have 
been converted by Johnston was stated to be $105,- 
087 72, but subsequently United States Distriet Attor- 
ney Woodford amended the complaint, with the per- 
mission of Judge Blatchford, by inserting $1,987,- 
987 96 as the amount of the Government’s claim. 
Mr. Johnston, through his counsel, made a general 
denial of the charges, and cluimed that in March, 
1866, he had “‘a just, full, and true accounting of 
all his acts as agent as aforesaid, and he duly paid 
and accounted unto the said plaintiff for all cotton, 

roperty, or money due, or which had béen due, 
rom him to the plaintiff in respect of his said 
agency or otherwise.”’ He claimed that the Goy- 
ernment paid him $33,972 52, and that in January, 
1868, he was fully released by the Government from 
all and every liability on his part as agent. 

The case was opened by Mr. Campbell last Fri- 
day. Afedavits of H. B. Titus, of Washington; As- 
sistant United States District Attorney Hugh R. 
Willson, of this City, and Henry R. Pease, atlawyer 
of Vicksburg, Miss., were quoted to show that the 
three gentiemen named, while engaged in looking 
up evidence in behalf of the Government, in Mis- 
sissippi, had been threatened with violence by 
relatives and friends of the defendant. Mr. Pease 
made affidavit that C. A. Johuston. a son of the 
defendant, approached him ia « railroad car, on 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, in October, 1879, and 
among other things said to him: ‘‘! am determined 
that you shall leave this section of the State. If 

ou stop in any one of these four counties I will 
illyou, I have refected upon the matter ealinight 
and have determined to doit.”’ The four counties 
referred to are those mentioned above. On Satur- 
day Gen. Bristow submitted and argued a motion 
that the case be dismissed from court, on tne 
ground that the defendant had had a final settle- 
ment with the Government and had been ais- 
ehareed from all liability us an agent of the Treas- 
ury Department. 

Mr. Campbell yesterday morning argued in op- 
position to the proposition of the defendant’s 
counse! that there had been a final settlement of 
the accounts between Mr. Johnston and the Gov- 
ernment. He claimed that the Goverament wouid 
be able to prove that the alleged accounts pre- 
tented by Johnston to the Government had never 
been received by the proper auditing offieers, and 
had never been approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Mr. Camobcii claimed that the payments 
made to Johnston had nothing to do with the lat- 
ter’s general accents. The $33,000 paid to John- 
ston was paid ticdecraregulation of the Treasury 
Department, which provided for the payment 
of a commission on all coiton “collected 
and received by Government § agents,’? which 
actually came into the markets and was sold. 
Certain acts of Congress were cited to show that all 
moneys obtained from the sale of captured or 
abandoned property must be paid into the United 
States Treasury after deducting the necessary ex- 
penses of the sale, all accounts to be properly au- 
dited by officers of the Treasury Department. The 
Jaw reguired that all sales of captured or aban- 
dened cotton should be at public auction. The 
counsel claimed that Johnston's sales of cotton 
were at private sale. He sold none at public auc- 
tion. About 1,500 baies of cotton were sent to 
Simeon Draper, the United States Cotton Agent in 
New-York, and were sold at public auction as 
required by law. Regarding the claim made by 
Johnston that be had settled his account witn 
the Government through the Commissioner of 
Customs, Mr. Campbell cited the = etatute 
and reguiations of the ‘Treasury Department 
to show that the Commissioner of Customs had no 
authority to examine or seitie any accounts except 
euch as related to receipts from Customs. A copy 
of a letter addressed by Secretary of the Treasury 
Bristow to tho Commissioner ot Customs in 18756 
wasread by Mr. Campbell. In that letter Secretary 
Bristow directed that all such accounts as John- 
ston’s sbould be taken to the First Controller of 
the Treasury, the latter being the only proper 
auditing officer for such accounts. The counsel 
stated that he proposed to produce clerks from 
the Treasury Department to prove that John- 
ston’s accounts were thrown out when presented, 
because they were rotten with fraud. On Jan. 15, 1268, 
Johnston was paid about $30,000 commissions on the 
bale of about 715,000 bales of cotton which he had 
sent to Simeon Draper,in the City of New-York, 
and which was sold by Draper at public auction. 
This payment was independent of the other ac- 
counts fled by Johnston, ana nothing was said at 
the time about the remainder of the cotton collect- 
ed and received by Johnston, 

Ex-Secretary Bristow, of counsel for the defend- 
ant, in replying to Mr. Campbell’s arguments, al- 
luded to his own letter written when be was Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. He said he was not pre- 
pared to antagonize the position taken by the then 
Secretary of the Treasury, but he did not con- 
sider the letier competent evidence, and he 
did not think it could be used as 
a authority in this case. Gen. Bristow 
said that even if Mr. Johuston’s accounts had beea 
finally passed upon by the wrong Government ofli- 
cer that was ne fault of Johnston’s, and he ought 
not to be made to sufferfrom such a mistake. The 
Speaker did not think the statute absolutely re- 
quired thatalisales of cotton coliected or received 
by the Government’s agents should be at auction. 
The Secretary of the ‘I'reasury, he said, was au- 
thorized to direct sales to be made at any place, 
pven in places where an auction would be imposs!- 
ble. Gen. Bristow argued thet in view ofthe ex- 
traordinary, aimost unexampled, powers vested in 
the Secretary of the Treasury by acts of Congress 
the discretion of that oflicer in such matters as the 
settlement of accounts was absolute and final. He 
nid not believe that it was within the province of 
courts of law, in the ordinary course of procedure, 
to review the acts of the Secre‘ary of the Treasury, 
unless, perhaps, there was a direct charge of fraud 
made. The counsel forthe Government. Gen. Bris- 
tow claimed, had ascertained by their own investi- 

ations that there was no such thing as fraud in 
his case. *‘In such eases as this one of Mr. Jonn- 
ston’s,”? he said, ‘** where the Secretary of the Treas- 
ry has acted, his action is conclusive and cannot 

e invaded by the courts, If the Secretary has not 
noted he must act; the power is exclusive in him to 
act.” 

Judge Coxe denied the motion of the defgnd- 
abt’s counsel that the case be dismissed, and’ di- 
rected that the trial should proceed. As there 
Were 50 many facts in dispute it would not be 
right to rule the case out of court. Gen. Bristow 
took an exception. The counsel for the Govern- 
ment offered in evidence a copy of the original ap- 
pointmext of Mr. Harrison Johnston as a Spectal 
Agent of the ireasury Department; also, a copy 
of the official instructions under which Johnston 
was required to act. Francis Robinson testified 
that be was assistant to Simeon Draper, United 
States Cotton Agent in New-York, in 1865. 

e recollected a conversation that he had 
with Harrison Johnston in September, 1865, in 
Which Johnston told him that be desired to make 
pome arrangements by which he could reevive 

oney for his expenses in the sale of cotton at 

fobile. The witness identified a letter written by 

im on the subject to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; he also identified the reply sent by the Secre- 
tary, and a letter written by Simeon Draper to 
Johnston, Sept. 18, 1565. The latter was read by 
Mr. Campbell, although objected to by the de- 
fendant’scounsel. Mr. Draper wrote to Mr. John- 
ston that Secretary McCulloch preferred to have 
tho expenses follow the eotton, payments to be 
made on the arrival of the cotton in New-York 
City. If sueh arrangements could not be made, 
however, Mr. Draper was authorized to honor the 
frafts of Mr. Johnston, as a special cotton agent 
for the United States, for accrued expenses on all 
cotion shipped. ‘The said drafts were to be con- 
fined to the expenses up to the time of tie cotton 
Jeaving Mobile, the remaining expenses fo be set- 
tied upon the arrival of the cotton in New-York, 
Mr. Robinson stated that Mr. Jotinston drew drafts 
on Mr. Draper in pursuance of the latter's letter.

Whereas, A safe, popular government is endangered 
unless working men can have a periodic day of rest

Whereas, Such a periodic resting day, necessary 
alike to the individual and tothe nation, is impossible 
for any unless it be enjoined upon ali; therefore, be it 

Resoived, That we cordially approve of the enforce- 
ment of the laws found by experience to be necessary 
for the attainment of such a purpose, benefictal to the 
individual and necessary for the perpetuity of the 
Nation, and we recommend ali good citizens to —— 
cen such proper enforcement of just laws, because it 

8a duty we owe to society and to the State. 

Resolved, That we cail upon Christians and upon all 
who love their fellow-men s0 to order their affairs 
that no unnecessary labor shall be performed on the 
tirst day of the week, to the end that all may enjoy the 
day of rest they 50 imperatively need.

He did not think 
the churches ought to try to force a religious law 
upon the people, but saw no harm in a body of 
ministers giving a religious tone to their expression 
of feeling.

The following 
committee was appointed to confer with the Pres- 
byterian delegation to-day on the best means to 
secure enforeemenxt of the new law: Messrs. R. B.

At the meeting of the New-York Presbytery 
eaterday, the Rey. Dr. McKelvey was dismissed 
rom the pastorate of the Canal-Street Presbyterian 
Church on his own motion; he has accepted a call to 
a Reformed church near Paterson. The Speeia: Com- 
mittee on Church Work in the City recommended 
that a General Susfentation and Church Extension 
Committee be appointed, consisting of the Pastor 
and one Jayman from each of the City churches.

DELAYS ON THE HKLEVATED ROAD. 


HOW PASSENGERS ARE TREATED ON THE 
THIRD-AVENUE LINE, 


The uncertainty of travel on the rapid transit 
roads of this City was forcibly illustrated on the 
Third-avenue line last evening during the com- 
mission hours when, if at any time during the 
day, it is desirable that the trains should be 
run ontime. At5:45 P. M.atrain drew up at the 
Forty-second-street station on the down-town 


track, and all the passengers were ordered out, the 
excuse being that the steam inthe engine had 
given out. Into the following train the passen- 
gers scrambled, until the cars were filled to over- 
fiowing. This train started down town, and 
made no stop between Forty-second-street 
and Ninth-street, although scores of passen- 
gers wished to leave tne cars at intermediate 
stations. The brakeman, when asked if the train 
wasen “express,’’ said that he knew nothing 
about it, and that he should have been notified, so 
as to announce to passengers if the order was to 
pass the stations. At Grand-street all the passen- 
gers were ordered from this train, and the official 
at the station when assed by a ‘Timzs reporter 
what the trouble was coolly answered that there 
was a large crowd waiting at the City Hall station 
to go up town, and the cars had been emptied to 
accommodate them. To the question whether the 
oars could not have been emptied at the City Hall 
as well the station man replied that “ these little 
things would happen.’’ Fully 100 people bound for 
the City Hail waited on the platform until two 
trains had passed, and then they were considerately 
allowed to board the third train, which took them as 
far as Chatham-square. Here they were obliged 
to change cars again, making three changes be- 
twoen Forty-second-street and the City Hall, the 
time consumed in the trip being nearly 40 minutes. 
At the City Hall station the platform was crowded 
with men standing 10 or 12 deep, and as soon as 
the gates were opened there was a struggle be- 
tween the men on the platform and the passengers 
leaving the cars, in which hats were smashed, men 
and women were crushed, and children were 
frightened until they screamed. The conductors 
of the train explained this crush by the fact that 
the cars were delayed, but no reason for the de- 
lay could be obtained from anybody conuected 
with the road.

WEST SIDE MERCHANTS’ GRIEVANCES. 
A committee of the West Side Protective 


Association, of which Dr. George A. Hayunga was 
Chairman, met yesterday morning at the Grand 


Central Depot J. H. Rutter, Third Vice-President; 
Superintendent Thompson, and Chauncey M. 
Devew. counsel, of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad, to confer upon certain 
grievances. The Chairman of the committee read 
a list of 11 unnecessary causes of injury, 
which included the leaving of trains, standing 
street, running them without flag- 
men, permitting them to obstruct crossings, 
running dumm engines against wagons, 
operating the road at late hours of the night, drill- 
ing trains frequently on the streets, loading and 
unloading freight cars, running cars on Sunday, 


and sweeping snow ina manner calculated to in- 
jure business. The cemmittee say these evils 
might be partially or wholly obviated by better 
regulations and discipline. The “necessary” evils 
corresponded in number and included the annual 
killing or maiming of human beings and horses, 
the loss of customers and good tenants, the ob- 
struction of the streets and of a free view of the 
complainants’ places of business, the loss of sleep 
by the rumbling of ears at night, and the disinte- 
gration of mortar in house walls by the vibration 
caused by moving trains, : 

The officers of the road agreed to do all in their 
power to prevent the recurrence of the causes of 
grievance, and promised to station a man in the 
neighborhood to whom the committee might per- 
sonally report further unnecessary annoyances. 
In arswer to the Chairman’s question whether the 
use of steam could not be done away with, and 
whether all the freight could not as well be deliv- 
ered and received at the depots at Barclay and at 
Ynirty-third streets, Mr. Vanderbilt’s representa- 
tives replied that the railroad had a charter for 
steam and would therefore continue its use. As 
to giving up the St. John’s Park depot, they said 
that it would stop their business, as they had not 
sufficient room now, and that the merchants them- 
selves would oppose it.

MRS. FOX’S DETENTION. 
HER LAWYER OBTAINS A WRIT OF HABEAS 
CORPUS—WHAT MR. FOX SAYS. 

A writ of habeas corpus has been granted by 
Judge Lawrence. in Supreme Court, Chambers, in 
the case of Mrs. Annie K. Fox, who, it is alleged, 
is illegally restrained of her liberty in an institu- 
tion known as the Long Isiand Home Hotel, at 
Amityville, Long Island. The petition sets forth 


that Mrs. Fox is the wife of Mr. Richard K. Fox, of, 


this City; that for several years she lived with him 
at No. 172 Willis-avenue; that she recently insti- 
tuted an action against him for divorce, on 


the ground of infidelity,{and that on the 4th 
inst. she was persuaded to go with men em- 
ployed by her husband to Amityville, and 
was there detained in the Long _ Island 
Home Hotel, and has ever since been restrained of 
her liberty by John Louden, the Superintendent of 
the institution. Frederick A. Burnham, a lawyer, 
of No. 150 Canul-street, made the application for 
the writ. A reporter of THs Toes called at Mr. 
Burnham’s office yesterday. The lawyer was ab- 
sent, and it was said he had gone to Amity- 
ville to diseover whether Mrs. Fox is, in fact, 
detained against her will. The gentleman who 
gave this information said he was Mr. Burnham’s 
brother. A short time ago, he said, Mrs. Fox em- 
ployed Mr. Burnham to institute proceedings for 
divorce, and it was understood that Mr. Fox would 
not oppose the granting of the decree. It was 
more than likely, the reporter's informant added, 
that the writ woula not be served, and that the 
whole affair would be amicably adjusted. 

Mr. Fox gaid to the reporter: “The publication 
of my domestic troubles is something I most cer- 
tainly shrink from, and I would be glad, if it were 

ossible now, to avoid sayinganything about them. 

ly wife’s wretched conduct, and the action of her 
indiscreet counselors have, however, forced me to 
speak.

I ex- 
pected that everything would be quietly arranged, 
ard was prepared to pay such alimony as would 
be required of me by the court. She became so 
reckless in her conduct that I was forced in self- 
defense to have her placed where she would not 
be at liberty to indulge her appatite for liquor. Dr. 
Ernest MoNeill, of Mott Haven, and Dr. Rannie, of 
West Twenty-third-street, certified that she was 
insane from liquor. Then I had her taken te the 
home at Amityville, where Il knew she would be 

roperly cared for. I paid for her board. She has 

een there a week, and has doubtless sobered up. 
She has evidently been persuaded by some one 
unfriendly to me to resume her annoyances, 
and this writ is the first step. I have 
nothing to regret in my treatment of her. I was 
always kind and gentile, but patience ceased to be 
a virtue. I reached the conclusion which my 
friends long ago assured me I would reach, that all 
attompts to reform a woman addicted to drink 
would bein vain.

TRYING TO KEEP OUT OF JAIL. 

The caso of the 15 Brooklyn Aldermen 
who were sentenced to pay a fine of $250 each 
and to terms of imprisonment ranging from 10 to 
80 days, for contempt of courtin voting to over- 
ride aveto of the Mayor, in defiance of an in- 
junction restraining them from so doing, was 
before Justice Gilbert yesterday. Counsel for the 


property-owners moved that when the remittitur 
was filed an order be entered requiring 
the Sheriff to proceed to execute the 
warrants of commitment. Mr. Winchester Britton, 
for the Aldermen, read a petition from his clients 
praying for clemenoy. They had paid their fines

Judge 
Gilbert doubted his authority to remit any part of 
the sentence after it had been affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, but he would take the papers 
and reserve his decision until Wednesday.

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ACCIDENT T0 A COAL TRAIN, 

Ten coal cars on the New-York, Susquehan- 
na and Western Railroad pitched through the 
trestle-work over the County road, near West End, 
Jersey City, yesterday afternoon. The trestle isa 
long, rising structure, designed to carry the road 


over the road-bed of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western. The County road is near the extreme 
end, and the rise of the trestle at that pointis not 
more than eight or ten teet. The acoident is due 
to the negligence of some section men who are en- 
gaged in relaying rails and repairiug the beams 
and sleepers. For a distance of 120:feset the 
wood-work was tern down and six of the supports 
were broken into fragments. The trestle is the one 
over which the passeuger trains ran by the com- 
pany pass, The damage will not fall short of $8,000, 


WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 
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THE BANKRUPTCY QU&STION IN 
THE SENATE. 

A VOTE OF 34 To 80 IN FAVOR OF SUBSTITUT- 
ING THE LOWELL FOR THE €OMMITTEE’S 
BILL—CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—At the close of the 
morning hour the Senate took up the Bankruptoy 
bill, the question being on Mr. Brown’s motion to 
postpone the subject indefinitely. 

Mr. LaApuam said that after the repeal of the law 
of 1867, owing to the hardships and abuses that had 
grown up underit, be had entertained the idea 
that no other bankruptcy law would be or need be 
enacted until it should be rendered necessary by 
some new financial revulsion, but the demand for 
a new law had become so general and so urgent as 
to force him to the conelusion that such a law 
ought now to be passed. Indeed, the appeals 
from the great commercial emporium of the coun- 
try were so urgont that they almost amounted to 


an instruction to him, as a Senator from New- 
York, to do his best to secure the passage 
of a Jaw on this subject. The New-York 
Produce Exchange, the Stationers’ Board of Trace, 
the New-York Board of Trade and Harbor Trans- 
portation, the Merchants’ Club, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Leaf Tobaceo Board of Trade, a 
convention of merchants held at Rochester, and 
the Oil Exchange at Oleon, N. Y.. all asked fora 
bankrupt law and all favored the Lowell bill. Mr. 
LarHamM criticised the bill reported from the Ju- 
diciary Committees, which amounts, he said, simply 
toa provision that whenever a debtor becomes in- 
solvent, according to the definition of insolvency 
contained in the bill, the courts of equity shall take 
charge of his estate and dispose of itat discretion. 
Indeed, there might well be some question as to 
the constitutionality of the bill, because the power 
given to Congress was to make uniform Jaws in 
relation to bankruptcy, not to leave the matter to 
the discretion of the courts in different parts of 
the country. The Lowell bill. on the other hand, did 
provide a uniform system of law on the subject, 
and was in other respects so superior to the bill 
of the committee that he would give it his earnest 
support as being the best bankruptcy law that 
could be passed under existing circumstances. 

Upon a vote being taken, Mr. Brown’s motion 
to postpone the bill indefinitely was lost—yeas 28,

Ifthe matter was 
so important and so urgent it was strange that the 
Republicans during their 22 years of power had 
not dealt with it sooner. Possibly the elections in 
November last had influenced their minds some- 
what. The Republican Party had now some 
110,000 officers under its control, very few of them 
occupied by Democrats. Whenever he (Mr. Brown) 
had applied at * of the departments for an ap- 
pointment, the first question asked was, ‘Is the 
mana Democrat?’ and if he was that settled his 
fate. In view of thése facts, he preferred to wait

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ISTHMUS CANAL PROJECTS. 
MR. PERRY BELMONT’S INDIVIDUAL REPORT 
ON THE NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Mr. Perry Belmont 
submitted to the House to-day his report upon the 
Nicaragua Canal bill, which was reported favor- 
ably to the House by a majority of the committee 
on July 21. A minority report, signed by Repre- 
rentatives Blount and Deuster, was presented Aug. 


7. Mr. Belmont, in his {individual report, says: 
“On Feb. 13, 1882, the House referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs a bill to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua. On 
July 21 the committee, by a majority of its mem- 
bers, reported that bill back to'the House, with 
sundry amendments, in the form ofa substitute, 
and recommended to the House its adoption. 
I am unable to concur in that recommedation. 
The title of the proposed substitute implies that 
its only purpose is to create, by alaw of the United 
States, a body corporate, having a common seal, 


and capable of suing and being sued, defending 
and being defended, in courts of law and equity, 
and generally possessing and holding only the 
rights and privileges psually possessed and held by 
an ordinary corporation. But the substitute, if it 
becomes a law, will commit the United States toa 
guarantee that the annual net receipts from traffic 
through a canal to be built in a foreign country 
shall not be less in amount than the sum specified 
therein. It will compel the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to annualiy pay out of any money in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriate a sum necessary to 
meke good the undertaking to whieh the faith of 
the United States has been pledged. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States, which promises to 
make good this deficit, isto have only one mem- 
ber of the board of 11 Directors of the company. 

The finanvial objections to pledging the credit of 
the United States, as it is proposed by the substi- 
tute, seem to me insuperable, but even if those ob- 
jections did not exist, I should even then be de- 
terred by the fifty-first article of the concession 
from recommending the enactment of the substi- 
tute. ‘The article is in these words: 

ARTICLE 51. The contractors reciprocally agree, 
whenever Nicaragua may think it desirabie, to take 
measures with respect to such of the Governments of 
America and Europe as they desire shall guarantee 
the neutrality of the canal, with a view to soliciting 
the necessary conventions Dased upon the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 

“If Congress shall adopt the recommendation 
made by a majority of the Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee and the President shall approve the legislation, 
then what legal relation will thereby be created 
between the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, this conces- 
sion from Nicaragua to the Provisional Interocean- 
ic Canal Society, and the law of the United States 
which accepts and is based upon that concession? 
The concession by Nicaragua, which contains the 
reference to the Clayton-Buiwer treaty and to a 
guarantee by European Governments of the neu- 
trality of the canal, was signed, it is to be noticed, 
on April 24, 1880, but on June 24, 1881, and presum- 
ably by the command of President Garfield, very 
positive representations were made by the Depart- 
ment of State to the British Government respect- 
ing the Clayton-Gulwer treaty, and also to 
the leading powers of Europe respecting the 
attitude that the Government of the United States 
wouid feel itself bound to assume toward any 
European Government that ejther stipulated or ex- 
pressed a wish to stipulate, to guarantee the neu- 
trality and innocent use ‘of the interoceanio canal 
now projected across the Isthmus of Panama,’ 
Those rspresentations were, on the 19th and 29th 
of November, 1881, repeated and reinforced by the 
Department of Siate, after President Arthur came 
to power.”’ 

Mr. Belmont then reviews the treaties and diplo- 
matic history of the canal projects, and proceeds: 

“The sixth article of the concession reads: 

“The entrance of the canal will be rigorously pro- 
hibited to vessels of war of such powers as may be at 
war with Nicaragua or with any of the Central Araer- 
ican States. Nicaragua wilil enceavor to procure @ 
guarantee from all powers of the noutrality of the 
canal and of a zone aloncit, and of the sea on both 
oceans, the extent to be fixed in the conventions.’ ” 

After a brief discussion of the meaning of this 
article and of the meaning of neutrality as applied 
to an artificial waterway between bg oceans like 
the proposed canal, Mr. Belmont asks: “* If, unfor- 
tunately, war shovid be deelared between the 
United States and Brazil, for example, would the 
public armed vessels of the United States be ex- 
cluded from transit through the cawal? In case of 
war between Nicaragua and Chili, would the war 
vessels of Nicaragua be excluded from transit 
through the canal? If not of Nicaragua, then, 
under the treaty of 1867, wopld the war vessels of 
the United States be exclud&d, if, unhappily, there 
should be hostllities bobtween the United States and 
Chili? it seems to me that these are questions 
which deserve careful consideration before the 
House shall adopt the proposed substitute. 

~ The proposed canal is to be built entirely within 
the jurisdiction of Nicaragua, just asthe Panama 
Canal is to be built entirely within the jurisdiction 
of the United States of Colombia. e Spanish- 
speaking republics and Governments to the south 
of usare deeply interested ina canal across the 
isthmus, and their wishes in respect to the volitical 
control of such acanal are entitled to kind and 
even generous consideration by tbe Government of 
the United States. [t certainly becomes the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, as the most power- 
ful, in its present strength and inits future possi- 
bilities, of any Government on this continent. to 
treat its neighbors to the south of it in conformity 
with astandard of justice so absolute and perfect 
as to defy reasonable criticism.”

Q.—What is the distance from where the first 
cutter landed to the riveron which North Bulun 
is situated?

The Crogs-examination was here finished, and the 
Judge-Advocate began the reading of all the testi- 
mony given by the witness.

quently made a statement to the effect that on 
Sent.

THE LONG ISLAND CITY WATER BOARD. 


The Water Commissioners of Long Island 


City made another futile attempt yesterday to ex- 
amine the accounts of Commissfoner! ‘Russell 
Wight. Mr. George H. Paynter, an employe of the 
Water Department, who had been appointed to 


compare Commissioner Wight’s statement (of the 
condition of his accounts with the figures on the 
books of the board, was not ready to give the 
Commissioners any information. Tho board con- 
eluded that an edjournment was necessary. Com- 
missioner Gleason opposed an adjournment, and 
declared his ability to show that Commissioner 
Wight had acted without any colorot law in disburs- 
ing the moneys coilected by him. “‘Iam ready to 
show,” said Gleason, “that Commissioner Wight 
haa improperly disbursed about $5,000 without any 
authority of law or from this Water Board.” The 
Commissioner then turned to the Mayor himself, 
and, pointing toward him, said: ‘‘I can show that 
you yourself, Mr. Mayor, have drawn warrants 
without the authority of this board.”’ 

**T propose that you shall prove that statement,” 
rejoined the Mayor excitedly. 

*T can do so by the books of this department,” 
retorted the Commissioner. 

‘No warrants have been drawn, except those 
for salaries,’’ said the Mayor, “and those have 
been paid according to law.”’ 

The Commissioner reminded his Honor that he 
paid the salary of George H. Payntar as book-keep- 
er of the board, when he was never regularly ap- 
pointed. Commissioner Hallett at this point inter- 
fered, and obtained an adjournment. Before the 
meeting broke up, however, Commissioner Gleason 
proposed a resolution, which was adopted, direct- 
ing all money collected by the department from 
Des. 1 to be at once turned over to the City Treas- 
urer. The investigation will concluded at the 
next meeting. 


DEATH OF MRS. THEODOSIA STROTHER. 
Mrs. Theodosia Strother, who died at the 


Grand Hotel, Paris, Nov. 21, was the widow of the 
late Hon. George F. Strother, of St. Louis, who was 
at one time a member of Congress from Virginia, 
and under President Munroe held an important 
position in the ‘Territory of Missouri. 
Strother was the daughter of John W. Hunt, of Lex- 
ington, Ky., who, at the time of his death, was the 
wealthiest gentleman in that State.

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QUESTION OF MALICE IN LIBEL. 


_— +> 
JUDGE DALY’S CHARGE IN THE SsvIT OF 
ROSENWALD AGAINST HAMMERSTEIN. 

In the trial of the libel case of Kosenwald 
against Hammerstein vesterday,in the Court of 
Commor Pleas, before Chief-Justice Daly, Moritz 
Ertheiler testified for the defense that, acting asa 
broker for E. Rosenwald & Brothers, he sold a lot 
of the tobacco mentioned inthe alleged libelous 
publication, which was rejected. Mr. Bondy testi- 
fied that he bought some of the tobacco and found 
it very poor in colorand of common flavor. Mr. 
Hammerstein testified that he spent nearly four 
months in investigating the matter before he pub- 
lished the article. In rebuttal, Isaac Reven testified 
that the tobacco was good and a better crop than 
usual. John Stewart, a tobacco inspector, consid- 
ered the tobacco of good quality, and Isaac Ham- 


burger and E. Spingarn called ita fair tobacco. 
Adolph L, Sanger, summing up for the defense, 
aeclared that not a witness for the prosecution had 
testified that the tobacco was perfectly good. The 
defendant had simply done his duty as an editor, 
and, moreover, no one was referred to by name 
in the alleged tibetous article. ‘There was no 
malice whatever in tha publication on the 
part of the defendant. Mr. B. F. Einstein, in 
closing the case for the plaintiff, said the 
defendant, in his answer, had unwittingly ad- 
mitted the libel, and, under cross-exumination, 
had acknowledged that he referred to Kosen- 
wald. If the defendant were not punished the 
nextissue of his paper would contain a sti!l more 
violent attack. The defendant had not criticised 
as 2 journalist should do, and it was impossible to 
estimate how far a libel would travel. The only 
question to be considered was one of damages, 
and Mr. Einstein referred to recent verdicts for 
hbel against papers which he styled as of the 
lower order of journalism. The plaintiff had been 
injured in every State where tobacco is grown, 
and while no retraction had been made of the 
libel there was also no evidence to sustain it. 

Judge Daly, in his charge to the jury, said that 
where an article ina public journal was libelous 
on its face, holding up a person to scorn, contempt, 
and ridicule, te degrade him in the eyes of tis 
fellow-citizens, the law assumed that tne libeled 
pee was innocent, and that the article was pub- 

ished from matice. ‘ihe defendant in this case 
admitted the libel, but denied the malice. This 
raised a modification of the general rule 
as to presumption of malice. There were cases 
where articles were privileged communications; 
fer instance, as to the character of a servant or 
the standing of a firm. Where one was discharg- 
ing anything of a public duty, which, to a certain 
extent, applied to a public joarna!, this rule might 
be invoked. An editor held certain relatiens to 
the public which entitled him to the benefit of all 
that was meant by the freedom of the press. Tha 
defendant’s journal was published for the benefit 
of one trade, the tobacco trade. The jury was to 
determine whether or not the article was ma- 
licious, and not to infer malice; it must determine 
whether so severe language in respect to a busi- 
ness house in this City was published from a justi- 
flable or malicious motive. The characterization 
of the tobacco as a “ first-class fraud” was about 
as comprehensive a statement as could be made 
about a merchantable commodity. The jnry 
should consider whether the article was 
true and then whether or not it was actuated by 
malice. If it was not trueas a whole, it should 
consider whether or not it was true in part. The 
subject of damages lay within the province of tne 
jury. If there was proof of malice the jury must 
award punitive damages. It should distinguish be- 
tween damages to be awarded where a false state- 
ment was innocently made and the amount that 
should be given where the real motive was ma- 
licious, Wherever malice was apparent the law 
allowed punitive damages beyond what would be 
compensatory damages. Mr. Sanger took several 
exceptions to the charge. He asked the Judge to 
eharge that if the jury had any doubt on the ques- 
tion of malice it should find for the defendant, 
which was assented to. The jury was instructed 
to bring in a sealed verdict this morning. 

REO eS 
READY T0 PAY BAILROAD TAXES. 

Mr. Samuel Sloane, the President ef the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Company, appeared before the Special Corporation 
Tax Committee of the last Legislature, at Newark, 
N. J., yesterday. Before Mr. Sloane had been 
sworn, ex-Goy. Bedle, the company’s counsel, 
stated that the company pays for its main branch 
and tributaries into the State Treasury annually 
for taxes from $128,000 to $130,000—something over 
$20,000 more than any other company except the 
Ponnsylvania Railroad Company. This amount is 
exclusive of all local taxes paid on property not 
used for railroad purposes. Mr. Sloane said, in 
reference to the statement that the company has 
paid no taxes in Newark since 1872, that he haow 
nothing of the company being in arrears, and that 
if he had known of it he would have taken steps 
to have the matter adjusted. The Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Company would, he 
said, assume the indebtedness of the Morris and 
Essex Road, which it had leased, to the city of 
Newark, and assured the sommittee that the mat- 
ter will be satisfactorily settled. That the com- 
pany means to keep all its engagements was, he 
thought, evidenced by the faot that it paid full in- 
terest on Morris and Essex stock yearly, though 
suffering an annual loss of $700,000 thereby.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, north- 
west to south-west winds, followed during the 
night by rising temperature, and falling barom- 
eter. 





Mr. Brown, of Georgia, has al] the un- 
qualified candor for which the sunny South 
is famous. He would like to wait for civil 
service reform until the Democrats have had 
a chance to get a fair share of the spoils. 
If Mr. Brown’s party adopts this view and 
acts upon it, the reform will be postponed to 
the Greek Kalends, for the people, having 
turned the Kepublican Party out of Con- 
gress for neglecting reform, will not put a 
Democrat in the White House to do the same 
thing. What Mr. Brown so frankly admits 
io be his motive will be the real motive for 
much more indirect opposition tu the re- 
form. But the Senate has fairly taken up 
the Pendleton bill, and the debate upon it 
will be watched with the greatest possible 
care by the whole country. The positions 
of the several Senators will be understood, 
for the work of education, thanks to the re- 
form associations, has ‘been much more 
thorough and extended than the politicians 
imagine, and mere platitudes or pretenses 
will not satisfy the public mind, and eva- 
pions will be readily detected. 








Judge Wy tz has changed his views about 
the numter of peremptory challenges of 
jurors which belong to several defendants 
placed on trial under one indictment. In- 
stead of renewing the privilege accorded 
on the last trial to the star route conspir- 
ators of exercising four peremptory chal- 
lenges each, he has restricted them to four 
in all, leaving the Government in possession 
of three. This isa substantial gain to the 
prosecution, though counsel for the Govern- 
ment would probably have preferred to leave 
the defendants with twenty-four challenges 
{f they could have had a similar number. 
It will be very much more difficult to 
keep off the jury friends of the defend- 
ants than to exclude from it men 
with obstinate prepossessions against them. 
Our Washington dispatches point out how 
wide of the truth have been the recently 
published statements of Dorsry in regard to 
the immunity of the Salisbury, Kerens, and 
other powerfut star route combinations from 
‘‘newspaper pursuit’ or official interfer- 
ence. Their fraudulent contracts have been 
cut off as ruthlessly as those of Mr. Dorsey 
and his friends, and have certainly not es- 
caped the fullest exposure and constant de- 
mand for judicial investigation in these col- 
umns. That the prosecution of the main 
body of star route contractors still halts is a 
matter for the special counsel employed by 
‘the Government to explain, and for them 
slone. 





Mr. RANDALL is to offer a resolution call- 


ing for a large number of minute and varied 
details about river and harbor appropria- 
tions. He wants, among other things, to 
know their entire amount since the beginning 
of the Government, the amounts credited to 
each piece of work, the benefits which ac- 


crued to commerce therefrom, and the 


general results of the “improvements” 
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effected in each stream and harbor. An 
answer to this resolution would undoubtedly 
make a very interesting public document, 
even if the matter of benefits conferred 
should elude exact definition. The subject 
is not entirely a new one, there being Execu- 
tive documents of the Thirty-seventh, 
Thirty-ninth, and Forty-third Congresses in 
which it is treated at some length. From 
these and other sources a table has been 
compiled showing that during the 89 years 
between 1789 and 1878 the totai expendi- 
tures for river and harbor improvements 
were $66,209,118 This illustrates at 
least how very rapid have been the strides 
made of late years in this species of appro- 
priations. The nineteen-million bill of last 
session was equal to about 30 per cent. of 
the aggregate appropriations of the 89 years 
referred to, and the estimates for the present 
vear which the Committee on Commerce 
are so anxious to get hold of provide for an 
expenditure equal to half the total of these 
89 years. A new table bringing the amount 
and distribution of these appropriations 
down to the present time would be instruc- 
tive and valuable. 





Rather unexpectedly to most people, Gen. 
Joun Pope was yesterday confirmed to be 
Major-General, and Col. MackENzIE was 
confirmed Brigadier-General in place of Gen. 
Porr, promcted. The opposition to Gen. 
Pope was wholly personal. He has made 
not a few enemies in his own branch of the 
public service, and the animosities growing 
out of the Firz Jonn Porter court-martial 
have arrayed against him many persons in 
civil life. It was said that the friends of 
PoRTER would make a stubborn fight to 
defeat the nomination, and Gen. GRANT’s 
influence was counted upon to secure nega- 
tive votes from the Republican side of the 
Senate. But it is quite likely that the par- 
tisans of Porter decided that, as they have 
on hand a contest for the reinstatement of 
their favorite, it is the part of discretion to 
awaken no more antagonisms than exist at 
present. Popr’s promotion was justly due, 
as he stood at the head of the list of Briga- 
diers. Col. Mackenzre was ‘‘jumped’’ 
over the heads of seniors. There were 
good reasons why the Colonel should have 
been thus favored, but none why Pore 
should not have secured bis promotion.

Unwearied 
by political service extending over ten to 
twenty years, the names of the old familiar 
office bearers turn up in the old familiar 


places. It would be unjust to  as- 
sume that these do not include a 
number of highly estimable, if not 
entirely disinterested, men, but it 


has been made painfully evident that their 
method of conducting party business has 
ceased to command either confidence or re- 
spect. It may be more the fault of the sys- 
tem than of themselves that this is so, but 
short of a complete change of system the 
only possible remedy was a complete change 
of men. Even the existing membership of 
the Republican district associations, slen- 
derly equipped as it is in point of individual 
ability or capacity for leadership, ought to 
be able to yield a new man for President 
say once in five years, and might very fitly 
have been allowed to-day to make an effort 
to introduce new blood into all the principal 
offices. The associations must choose between 
acquiring at least a fair semblance of a repre- 
sentative character and having their nomi- 
nations contemptuously put aside by the 
party at large. They cannot go on narrow- 
ing their circle as the strength and purposes 
of the party expand without being swept 
away as a useless and mischievous in- 
cumbrance. 








THE BANKRUPTCY BILL, 


Rather unexpectedly, probably, to every 
one concerned, the Senate yesterday substi- 
tuted the so-called ‘“‘ Lowell bill’? for the 
Bankruptcy bill introduced by the Judiciary 
Committee. This action was not antici- 
pated, for the reason that the committee’s 
bill had received the approval of all the 
members of the Judiciary Committee, with 
one exception; that it had been vigorously 
supported, with an apparent balance of opin- 
ion in its favor in the Senate, and that it 
was the result of an extended examina- 
tion of the subject by a sab-committee. 
That the Senate has, on the seventh day of 
the session, after five days’ debate, got so far 
as this on so important a subject is matter 
for congratulation. After substituting the 
Lowell bill for the one before the Senate, it 
was sent back to the Committee on Judi- 
ciary. The date of its emergence from the:r 
heretofore unfriendly hands cannot be pre- 
dicted, but since so much has been done, it 
is to be hoped that it will not be long de- 
layed. 

The bill which the Senate has now taken 
up is a very elaborate one. It takes its name 
from Judge LowEtt, of Massachusetts, who 
framed it, but it has been submitted to many 
of the mercantile associations of the coun- 
try, and has been modified to meet their 
criticism and suggestions. It consists prac- 
tically of two parts. One isthe rules of 
law determining the rights of creditors, 
what are acts of bankruptcy, what are 
the conditions of relief, what are the 
rights of company and private cred- 
tors, what creditors may be preferred, 
and other like matters. These are in effect 
codified from the decisions of the courts in 
this country and in England, and from the 
statutes so far as they are consistent. Judge 
Lowe. is said by Mr. Hoar, who intro- 
duced the bill in the Senate, to have had 
before him some thousands of bankruptcy 
cases, and his codification is undoubtedly as 
trustworthy asany is likely to be. Itis claimed 
for it that it will secure a greater degree of 
uniformity in the treatment of cases, espe- 
cially in the first years of the operation 
of the new act, if it should become a 
law. ‘The second part of the bill relates to 
the administration of the law. A distinctive 
feature of itis that the settlement of the 
estate is placed in the hands of the creditors, 
through a trustee, or trustees, to be chosen 
by the majority in value and not less than 
one-third in numbers of thecreditors. The 
trustees may be aided, if the creditors 
choose, by a committee of direction of three 
persons. The court may refuse to confirm a 
trustee, or may add to their number, or re- 
move one for cause, or fill a vacancy, or ap- 
appoint a committee of direction if one be 
not chosen by the creditors. In case no 
trustee be annointed by the creditors. or the 
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debtor’s estate shall not exceed $1,000, a 
Commissioner acts as trustee ex officio. 

Another important feature, and one which 
is extremely valuable, is the fact that the 
expenses of bankruptcy are met by salaries, 
paid from the Federal Treasury, out of a 
uniform fee of $50 for each case, with $10 
additional, which covers all expenses of 
recording. This provision has several merits. 
It keeps the expenses down; it enables them 
to be calculated in advance; it removes the 
temptations, always great, under a system 
of fees, to prolong the litigation, and, final- 
ly, it tends to a uniform, consistent, and 
intelligent administration of the law. The 
salaried officers are of two grades, Commis- 
sioners and Supervisors. The Commission- 
ers are to be appointed by the Circuit Courts, 
two Judges concurring, one of whom must 
be the District Judge. They are limited in 
any State tothe number of members of 
Congress, and must be as much smaller 
number 9s may be consistentgwith the busi- 
ness of the circuit. They are to hold 
meetings, hearings, and examinations on 
the order of the District Judges, 
who must approve their acts and may re- 
move them. Their salaries are to be $2,000 
a year, with a somewhat indefinite allow- 
ance within the discretion of the Judge. 
The Supervisors are to be appointed by the 
Circuit Courts, to have general supervision 
of bankruptcy business, which they are to 
carefully examine, and as to which they are 
to report to the District Judge and the At- 
torney-General, with suggestions for im- 
provements. They are to receive $3,000 
and necessary traveling and working ex- 
penses. Their number is limited to one for 
each judicial circuit. 

Compositions are provided for by the law. 
If they secure the payment of at least 50 
cents on the dollar of indebtedness they re- 
quire the assent of a majority in number 
and value of the creditors; if for less, then 
the assent of at least three-fourths in num- 
ber and value. 

These are the general provisions of the bill 
which the Senate has now preferred to the 
‘«Equity”’ bill. In some respects, and nota- 
bly in its system of administration by sal- 
aried oflicers, the former is decidedly supe- 
rior to the latter. In the initiative given to 
the creditors there is danger of some difficul- 
ty, which, however, would seem to be reme- 
diable by the discretion left to the courts. In 
the codification of rules and principles of 
law and its definitions, it is impossible to 
say what are its real merits and defects. 
They could be ascertained by experience 
only. Perhaps even then they would be 
stoutly disputed, since the ablest lawyers in 
the Senate are entirely at odds as to their 
probable working. In any case, the action 
of the Senate in its treatment of the subject 
with so much promptness is extremely satis- 
factory. 





THE TWO TELEGRAPH CASES. 


There is no doubt that the application of 
Mr. CAMERON, in which Jay GovuLD was 
allowed to join, for the bringing of a suit by 
the Attorney-General to vacate the charter 
of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, 
was inspired by a purpose to crush a rising ri- 
val of the Western Union Company and pro- 
tect the latter in a practical monopoly of the 
telegraph business. It is not at all unlikely 
that the counter application of Mr. GrEAvEs, 
in which Mr. Moors, President of the Mu- 
tual Union, and Mr. JoszepH Rterr, one of 
the victims of the Western Union greed, 
asked to be permitted to join, is provoked 
by a spirit of hostility to the Western Union 
Company. Wedo not see, in the one case 
more than in the other, that the motives of 
the petitioners affect materially the legal 
questions involved, or the general merits 
of the two applications. It is un- 
questionably a fight between rival and an- 
tagonistic interests, but, aside from the 
motives and personal purposes of the com- 
batants, the public has an important stake 
in the contest. On the one side is a gigantic 
corporation, claiming a capital of $80,000, - 
000, which covers a property worth, proba- 
bly, on any fair priaciple of valua- 
tion, one-fourth of that amount. For a 
quarter .of a century it has _ been 
engaged in absorbing the telegraph 
lines of the country and building up a 
monopoly for the purpose of extorting from 
the people the means of paying large profits 
onanenormously inflated capital. Its policy 
has been to drive all rivals out of the field 
and prevent competition, and in the pursuit 
of that policy it has paid little attention to 
the wholesome restrictions of law and no 
regard to the rightful claims of the public. 
On the other side is a new company which 
is striving to build up a competing business, 
and, having refused to be bought out of the 
field, is struggling against an attempt to 
drive it out. 

In the first application for a suit to vacate 
the charter of the Mutual Union it was al 
leged that it had increased its capital stock 
to $10,000,000 without warrant of law. It 1s 
claimed that it started with a capital of 
$600,000, and the right, secured under its 
certificate of incorporation, to double the 
amount, and that it could not exceed the limit 
thus fixed without a violation of law. This 
alleged violation of law is the sole basis for 
the application for a dissolution of the com- 
pany. The Attorney-General, after a brief 
hearing, granted the application, and leave 
has been given by Judge Truax, of the Su- 
perior Court of this City, to bring the suit 
desired by the ruling spirits of the Western 
Union, whose purposes are so manifest. It 
may be that the men who organized and 
who control the Mutual Union Company 
imitated the methods which had been so 
successful with the larger and more power- 
ful corporation and disregarded the restric- 
tions of the law, and that there is ground 
for vacating its charter. This is the question 
to be determined by the court. 

But if it appears on the face of the pro- 
ceedings as though there might be a basis 
for these proceedings against the struggling 
Mutual Union, it looks as though there 
were a much broader and stronger basis 
for those begun against the defiant 
Western Union. The allegations are 
much more varied, the operations referred 
to were on a far larger scale, and the viola- 
tions of law which are charged are more 
numerous and flagrant. The capital stock 

of the Western Union Company has been 
increased from time to time until it has been 
built up from $170,000 to $80,000,000. It 
secured the right by its articles of asso- 
ciation and by the law under which it 
was organized to increase its capital. 


with the consent of two-thirds of its stock- 
holders, for: the purpose of extending its 
facilities and building up additional lines. 
The purposes for which the increase has 
actually been made are various. Prominent 
among them has been the buying up of 
rival and competing lines, and the distribu- 
tion of stock dividends to represent alleged 
accumulation of earnings in the enlarged ap- 

| Pliances of the company. It was only last 

| year that the stock, already swoilen 
to more than $40,000,000, was very nearly 
doubled. Of the increase over $8,000,000 
was used to wipe out the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Company’s stock at 60 per cent. of its 
par value, most of which was already owned 
by the Western Union and had been ac- 
quired at about 25. Fifteen millions re- 
placed the stock and bonds of the American 
Union Company at par, the whole of whose 
property is reputed to have been paid for 
from the proceeds of $5,000,000 of bonds. 
The residue of more than $15,000,000 was 
distributed in stock dividends. In all this 
process there has been a continuous inflation 
of the capital stock of the company far be- 
yond the cost or value of the property repre- 
sented, and it is alleged that a great part of 
the increase has been made in violation of 
law. 

It is not possible for the lay mind to de- 
termine the legal questions involved in 
these two cases. They depend on the ap- 
plication of several different statutes, the 
provisions of charters which are unlike, and 
a variety of general principles. But if 
there 1s ground in the one case for bringing 
these questions to a test and having them 
decided, itis hard to see why there is not 
equally good ground in the other case. The 
main difference is that one corporation is a 
huge affair in which a clique of grasp- 
ing millionaires have control; that its 
operations have extended over a long 
series of years, and have in a large 
measure been allowed to succeed with- 
out a contest of the ground on which 
they were based, and that it is striving to 
establish a monopoly covering the continent 
and reaching beneath the ocean, while the 
other has a short history and comp aratively 
small resources, is charged with a single 
offenso, and is engaged in an effort to 
establish competition in the telegraph busi- 
ness of the country. The Attorney-General 
has shown an obliging spirit in changing 
the date of his hearing at the instance of 
the Western Union magnates, but it is to be 
hoped that he does not propose to show any 
discrimination in behalf of the powerful 
monopoly as against the weaker rival. As 
between monopoly and competition there 
can be no doubt as to the side on which the 
interests of the public lie. 














THE NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 


The attempt to secure from Congress cor- 
porate powers and nationai aid for the Nic- 
aragua Canal Company has produced serious 
divisions in the House Committee on Foreign 
Relations. Mr. Kasson, of that committee, 
has now in charge and will soon bring up 
for discussion and press for passage, with 
the approval of a majority of the 
committee, a bill giving the canal people 
all they ask for. Two Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee—BtLount, of Geor- 
gia, and Duster, of Wisconsin—present- 
ed a minority report unfavorable to the proj- 
ect at the last session. Finally, Mr. Perry 
BELMONT has submitted to the House in 
detail and atconsiderable lengthhis reasons 
for not concurring inthe recommendations 
of the majority of thecommittee. Mr. BEt- 
MONT has studied the subject carefully, and 
his opposition to the billissupported by an 
array of reasons which will serve to en- 
lighten the House in regard to the effect of 
the proposed legislation. There is one ob- 
jection to the bill which is alone sufficient 
to condemn it, and in a House of Repre- 
sentatives more heedful of its own reputa- 
tion and less indifferent to the sentiment 
of the country it would be unnecessary to go 
beyond that in adducing reasons for radical- 
ly modifying or rejecting it. It is proposed 
that the United States shall guarantee to the 
canal company ‘‘that the annual: receipts 
from traffic shall not be less in amount than 
8 per centum upon the total cost of said 
canal,”’ the company agreeing that the 
cost shallin no event exceed $75,000,000. 
What this means is that this Government 
shall bind itself, not to make ‘‘ the receipts 
from traffic’ reach a certain figure, for no 
power on earth could do that, except by cum- 
brous, artificial means, but to put its hand in 
its own pocket and make good any deficit, 
should the receipts from traffic fall below 3 
per cent. on the total cost. If the company 
cannot build the canal without this 
guarantee, it had better disband. It 
ought to be distinctly made known 
that the Government has gone out of 
the business of granting subsidies and 
guarantees. It has done this in the past to 
its own great damage and the demoraliza- 
tion of legislators, capitalists, and corpora- 
tions. It were far better to abandon the 
projected canal across Nicaragua than 
to help iton by any such means. If this 
guarantee is given, there will be no reason 
why Capt. Eaps’s demand for a similar 
guarantee of the interest on the bonds of 
his Tehuantepec ship railway scheme 
should not be granted, and nobody can tell 
how many more hungry and helpless enter- 
prises would be ready to press their claims 
as soon as these were out of the way. 

While briefly recording his protest against 
the guarantee feature of the Kasson bill, Mr. 
BELMonT directs his criticism mainly 
toward its relations to our recent Executive 
policy and our treaty arrangements with 
Nicaragua and Great Britain. In its pres- 
ent shape the bill is in direct conflict with 
the views put forth in communications with 
our Ministers abroad by all our Secretaries 
of State from Mr. Fisn to Mr. FRELING- 
HUYSEN, and in particular is wholly in- 
compatible in its language and intent with 
the interpretation we have lately put 
upon the terms of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. The bill proposes that the United 
States shall incorporate ‘‘the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua,’’ which, as 
is stated in the preamble, has obtained from 
the Republic of Nicaragua the privilege of 
constructing and operating the canal. In 
their report, the majority of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee say that they have 
carefully examined the terms of this conces- 
sion, and they believe that it furnishes 
‘the proper authority and conditions for 
the successful prosecution and completion 
of the enternrise.’’ One of these conditions 
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isembodied in the fifty-first article of the 
concession, as follows: 


“Art. 51.—The contractors reciprocally agree, 
whenever Nicaragua may think it desirable, to 
take measures with respect to such of the Govern- 
ments of America and Europe as they desire shall 
guarantee the neutrality of the canal, with the 
view to soliciting the necessary conventions based 
upon the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.” 


By enacting Mr. Kasson’s bill into a law 
Congress would virtually indorse this agree- 
ment between the Republic of Nicaragua 
and the canalcompany. And it is to be 
noted that this is wholly one-sided, for 
‘‘whenever Nicaragua may think it de- 
sirable,’’ the contracting parties agree to take 
steps looking to an invitation to foreign 
Governments to undertake the protec- 
tion of the canal. This concession 
was signed in 1880. Since then our State 
Department has repeatedly taken the ground 
that we cannot admit European nations to a 
share in guaranteeing the neutrality of the 
canal. ‘That must be an _ exclusively 
American undertaking. Mr. Barner 
urged her Majesty’s Government to 
accept some modifications of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty made  neces- 
sary by the great changes between the con- 
ditions existing in 1850 and those existing 
now, at the same time assuring Great Britain 
and all European powers that we should re- 
gard as an indication of unfriendly feeling 
any attempt to supersede guarantees already 
given in treaties between the United States 
and Central American States. Mr. Frs- 
LINGHUYSEN went further, and instructed 
Mr. Lowext to assure Lord GRANVILLE 
that her Majesty’s Government had already 
violated the most important provisions of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, making it voidable 
at our pleasure, and further pointing out 
that it is inapplicable to all canal projects 
of the present day. 

These communications relate more partic- 
ularly to the Isthmus of Panama, but they 
are an expression of our fixed policy con- 
cerning all interoceanic canals across any 
part of the territory connecting North and 
South America. As this policy has been delib- 
erately adopted and pursued by the Executive 
head of the Government, acting through his 
Secretary of State, and from first to last has 
been the work of the treaty-making power and 
its agents, that is, of the President and the 
Senate, it would seem that the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee of the House must have 
been working in darkness and ignorance 
when it recommended the House to give its 
sanction in any form tosuch an agreement as 
this entered into by the Nicaragua Canal 
Company. 





CYPRIOTH EARTHQUAEES, 

It is painful to find that the enemies of 
Gen. Di Cesnoua continue their attacks upon 
him. The meek and pathetic silence of the 
great archeologist seems only to give them 
new courage and fresh malignity. Most 
men in Gen. Dr CesnNoxa’s place would long 
ago have demanded an investigation or have 
brought an action for libel, but as he has 
preferred to maintain a dignified silence, 
some respect should have been shown to his 
feelings. His accusers, however, seem to 
respect nothing—not even the sacred temples 
of Golgol; and they have seized the occasion 
of the publication of a new book on the 
‘Monuments of Cyprus,’’ by Signor CoLon- 
NA-CECCALDI, to give fresh expression to 
their malignity. 

The pretended proofs that Gen. Dr Cks- 
NOLA has altered and improved his Cypriote 
statues and has made assertions in regard to 
ruins discovered by him in Cyprus which 
are not strictly true have seemed very plau- 
sible to many unprejudiced people. These 
alleged proofs, however, have all been based 
upon the assumption that Cyprus is much 
like any other island. Gen. Dr Czss- 
NOLA’S accusers have, either through 
ignorance or malice, failed to mention 
that Cyprus is so different from all 
other places on the earth’s surface that all 
sorts of extraordinary things occur there not 
one of which ever occurs elsewhere. ‘The 
moment this fact is known, the innocence 
and truthfulness of Gen. Dit CesnNona can 
readily be assumed, but so long as it is sup- 
pressed, and the public is led to suppose that 
Cyprus does not materially differ from Staten 
Island or Blackwell’s Island, just so long 
will the good name of Gen. Dr CESNOLA 
suffer. 


It is undeniable that in the official report 
made by Gen. Dr CEsNoLA in 1877 he asserted 
that certain treasure vaults discovered by 
him in the temple of ‘‘Curium’’ were 
11 feet wide and 23 feet long; and that in 
his book on ‘‘ Cyprus,’’ published by the 
General at a later period, these vaults were 
said to be 21 feet wide and 23 feet long. 
Another room in the same temple was 9 feet 
by 21 when first discovered, and was never- 
theless said to be 19 feet by 20 in the 
‘*Cyprus” book. Now Gen. D1 Cesnora’s 
enemies assert that he could not have told 
the truth in both instances. These treasure 
chambers must have been of some definite, 
fixed size, and if Gen. Dr CesNoLA was 
right in his measurements at one time, he 
must have been wrong at another. 

Again there was a subterranean passage 
which Gen. Dr Cesnoua discovered in Cy- 
prus and explored for a distance of 130 feet, 
according to his report made in 1877. In his 
‘book on ‘‘Cyprus’’ the General claims to 
have explored this passage for a distance of 
30 feet only. This, his enemies assert, is 
another proof of his want of veracity. Was 
this subterranean passage 30 feet long or was 
it 180? Gen. Dr Cesnoxa has said that it 
was both. Hence he must have told what 
was not true, either in his book or in his 
official report. 

Then there are certain inscriptions which 
appear to have been found in several dif- 
ferent places. One inscription, which was 
first said to have been found near Larnaca, 
is now said in Signor CoLoNNA-CECCALDI’S 
book to have been found at a place 60 
miles distant from Larnaca, and another in- 
scription, also originally found near Lar- 
naca, is now said to have been found 72 
miles from that place. These discrepancies 
are at once explained by Di CrsnoLa’s ene- 
mies in a way fatal to his reputation for ve- 
racity, and well adapted to prejudice people 
against him. 

Finally, there are the wonderful temples 
of Golgot and Curium. Gen. Di Cesnona 
discovered these temples and thoroughly ex- 
plored them, but subsequent travelers in 
Cyprus have been unable to find any trace 
of them. Once more the General’s enemics 
triumphantly declare that he did not tell 
the truth when he said he had discovered 





these temples, and maintain that the majes- 
tic ruins described by Gen. Dr CEesnoua 
could not have utterly disappeared had 
they ever had any existence. 

Were Cyprus like any other island, there 
would be some reason to doubt Gen. Dr Crs- 
NOLA’S veracity, but the truth is, it is an en- 
tirely unique island. It produces more earth- 
quakes to the square mile than can be found 
in any other part of the world. Moreover, 
these earthquakes are exceptionally power- 
ful, and they produce results that any one 
not familiar with them might easily 
refuse to believe. For example, whole 
towns in Cyprus are frequently  re- 
moved by earthquakes in a second of 
time from one part of the island to 
another. The same thing happens to men 
and women. A leading citizen of Cyprus 
may go to sleep on the sea-shore and wake 
up an hour later to find himself on the top 
of a mountain 150 miles away. In such 
case he simply remarks, ‘‘Confound the 
earthquake,’’ and proceeds to find food and 
shelter, while he advertises in the daily 
papers for his house and farm under the 
head of ‘‘ Lost or Strayed.”’ 

It was the Cypriote earthquakes that re- 
moved inscriptions 60 and 70 miles from 
the places where Dr Cersno.ua first found 
them and that moved the temples of Golgof 
and Curium so far that nobody has ever since 
found them. It was an earthquake that 
stretched the treasure chambers of Curium 
and made them twice as large as they were 
when they were first found, and it was an- 
other earthquake that squeezed the 130-foot 
subterranean passage until it was only 30 
feet long. Gen. Di Cesnona, with the help 
of a Cypriote earthquake, can always tell the 
truth, and had not his enemies carefully ab- 
stained from mentioning the peculiar nature 
of the Cypriote earthquakes there would not 
now be the slightest question in the public 
mind as to the General’s veracity. 








In railing at England about her greed and 
exclusiveness in Egypt, the République 
Frangaise is following the lines of M. Gam- 
BETTA’S well-known policy of maintaining 
and extending French influence in the East 
and on the southern shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. It was he, it will be remembered, 
who led England into the joint note indiscre- 
tion, but as he soon after lost his official power, 
the Government of the republic, under less 
ambitious direction, soon fell behind its en- 
terprising neighbor across the Channel, and 
England had Egypt to herself. If its senti- 
ments were faithfully represented by the 
Chambers last August, France was not de- 
sirous to meddle in the imbroglio, as M. pg 
FREYCINET found out to his cost. This 
seems still to be the disposition of the country, 
and if the inspiration of these articles in M. 
GAMBETTA’s newspaper comes directly from 
him, he must have lost his power of seizing 
and interpreting the opinions of his country- 


men. But M. Gambetta has lately 
been ill. He left his bed for the 
first time yesterday. It is possible, 
therefore, that these fiery articles are 


the work of an over-zealous subordinate. 
Certainly the present Cabinet, with so many 
financial difficulties to deal with, is in no 
mood for entering upon new foreign adven- 
tures, and will not seriously oppose Eng- 
land’s desire to ‘‘swallow’’ Egypt, though 
it may with dignity refuse to accept a worth- 
less crumb or two as the proper share of 
France. 





At its meeting to-night the Bar Association 
will probably renew its recommendation to Con- 
gress to adopt the bill to establish a United States 
Court of Appeals. This bill was introduced by 
Senator Davin Davis about a year ago, and was 
passed by the Senate on May 12 last. It is not only 
the result of the experience of Senator Davis on 
the Supreme Court bench, but it also embodies 
suggestions made to him by many individual 
lawyers, and by Bar Associations all over 
the country. As soon as Senator Davis went into 
the Senate he began to think out a remedy for the 
many public evils which are now caused by the 
docket of the United States Supreme Court being 
constantly overcrowded, and by the unsatisfactory 
manner in which most of the appeals from the 
United States District Courts are disposed of. So 
great is the delay now experienced im carrying a 
case from the District Court toa final determination 
in the Supreme Court that very often the purpose 
of the litigation is defeated by it. At the present 
time appeals from decisions or verdicts In the Dis- 
trict Court are in the first instance to the Circuit 
Court, where a single Judge sits, just asin the court 
below. Litigants are seldom satisfied with the ex- 
amination by one Judge of a decision rendered 
by another, but most of them haveto accept the 
result of such an examination, for the law forbids 
cases involving less than $5,000, unless questions of 
patent or copyright are also contained in them, 
from being carried beyond the Circuit Court. 
The remedy for these defects and dissatisfaction, 
proposed by Senator Davis,is the creation of a 
Court of Appeals for the final determination 
of all questions of fact going from the 
District and Circuit Courts. This court, the bill 
now before Congress provides, may review any 
judgments or decrees from the lower courts in- 
volving $500, or questions of general importance. 
For its purposes there are to be three Circuit 
Judges—there is now but one Judge for each 
circuit. These three Judges and two District 
Judges, presided over by a Supreme 
Court Jadge when practicable, are to compose the 
bench of the new court. In the absence of the Su- 
preme Court magistrate the Senior Circuit Judge is 
to preside. Appeals to the Supreme Court will 
only be allowed from the Court of Appeals upon 
questions of law in cases involving over $10,000, or 
other specially important cases. The bill isintended 
to settle many other important matters of practice, 
and lawyers generally are agreed that it should be- 
come a law. 
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During last week wheat was dull and corn 
declined sharply. Corn declined partiy because of 
the increasing supply and partly because Eastern 
demands are being supplied with new ungraded 
corn at a price well below that of the auality de- 
liverable on regular contracts. Some rejected 
corn was sold here at 43 cents. There are obvious 
objections to carrying “regular No. 2,” when buy- 
ers are taking something else, leaving stocks to 
pile up in a way most satisfactory to consumers, 
however distasteful to Chicago gamblers. The 
visible supply has increased by 1,781,178 bushels, to 
6,460,699 against 18,817,521 last year. This striking 
disparity must now rapidly lessen. Stocks must 
this year increase as rapidly as last year they de- 
creased. But thereis less wheat visible than last 
week, the supply being slightly under, instead 
of considerably over, 20,000,000 bushels. The 
quiet of the wheat market is due chiefly to the de- 
cline in the foreign markets, and in the immediate 
future large stocks and low prices seem to be indi- 
cated. Wheat can now be taken from Manitoba 
to Chicago for a reduction of 15 cents. If the 
warring railways should increase the rate at once, 
still enough has started, and is under contract for 
carriage, to result in important accumulations at 
Chicago. But there is no inducement to bring it to 
the sea-board. The canals are empty, lake naviga- 
tion is practically over, and the increase of freignts 
from Chicage is equal to the decline thither. 
Crammed elevators are a poor basis for a bull 
campaign, and naturally there is a notable absence 
of the speculative and vicious activity which has 
so often crippled our foreign trade. But it isa 
mistake to look at one side only. If the sunply is 
large, so there is every reason to believe the de- 
mand will be. The general situation as to the 
food sueply of Europe remains aa heretofore stated 
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in these columnr—that is, there is a demand for 
more grain than usual to supply a deficiency of 
meat and reots. Abundant facts support this 
view. German mail advices report that the failure 
of the potato crop, as stated last week, will not 
permit lower prices for wheat or corn. And 
though Germany is normally an exporting coun: 
try, in September and October it imported 4,000, - 
000 bushels of wheat. French imports are 
also large, showing for October an  ia- 
crease of takings of flour of over 100 per cent. 
and of wheat nearly 33. And it is also important 
for the Chicago operators to observe that the de- 
cline of French exports of barley and rye is 
reckoned each by the million bushels. They are 
hard put to it for something to eat: That ex- 
plains why our exports of wheat to the Continent 
have nearly tripled as compared with last year. 
If John Bull thought wheat were going to be very 
much cheaper he would not buy any more than was 
necessary just now. But his stock “‘ carried to re- 
serve” at the middle of November was, approx- 
imately, 18,000,000 bushels. It is little to the point 
that that is about three times the reserve of lean 
last year. It is also, nearly enough, an increas¢ 
of 250 per cent. over 1880.

Such censiderations bear very directly on 
that transfusion of specie which will put new life 
into our markets, which are somewhat languid 
just now. In considering this, the probable cours¢ 
of the imports must be studied. For months the 
large totals of imports, considered alone, would 
have argued satisfaction of ali probable needs, 
But, nevertheless, each month persisted in dwarf: 
ing its predecessor until the last reported. We 
have already noted the slight deeline registered in 
October. In this eonnection it is more to the point 
to notice that the stock of goodsin bond is in- 
creasing. Distribution is sluggish. At last people 
have got nearly enough goods from abroad. Af 
least, we won't take any more iron justnow. A 
London telegram to Bradstrcet’s informs us that 
the British exports of railroad iron to the United 
States in November fell off 11,000 tons. Our own 
manufacturers tell the newspapers, as Congres 
meets, that they cannot make rails for $40. But 
they have taken orders for some scores of thou: 
sands of tons at near that figure, and do not 
now treat with scorn offers of $39. The iron 
scare, we may remark, has collapsed. And 
even if there were a better demand for foreign 
goods, iniportera will be cautious in their dealings 
until something is settled about the Customs. Sa 
it is that the financial journals are now caleulating 
the amount of specie which we may expect, rathet 
than whether or not any will come. The Financial 
Chronicle modestly suggests that $30,000,000 be- 
tween November and April is about the figure, 
The estimate is, if anything, too low. The first 
few millions may be expected to stop the vexatious 
wavering in the stock market, and securities in 
round sums will then swell our exports. Bill 
against provisions are already offering, and cotton 
bills arein proportion to the outward movement 
of that staple, which was last week 175,610 bales, 
against 129,753 bales last year. And the import of 
$3,000,000 of gold in October indicates that the 
large apparent balance against us is in reality 
liquidated. This outlines a situation even better 
adapted to the import of specie than that of 1881, and 
almost entirely satisfactory in itself. Aradstreet's, 
it is true, reports 247 failures for the week, being the 
largest for two years. But that is indicative of 
what has been. Those who have stood the strain 
—which, by the way. makes a very poor showing 
as the predicted “credit storm’—may probably 
hope for easier sailing. 
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Itis gratifying to note the success which 
has attended the enterprise of providing im- 
proved homes fer the working people of the 
City. Itisnow nine months since the Improved 
Dwellings Association erected their hand: 
some buildings at Seventy-first and Seventy. 
second streets and First-avenue. Theagent is abl« 
to report, as a result of the experiences of this pe 
riod, that the dwellings are now completely occu: 
pied by anorderly class of tenants. Though as 
populous asa beehive, the great buildings are ag 
quiet and as orderly as a private residence, and, 
what is better still, their existence has resulted iz 
very materially improving the tone and characte! 
of the neighborhood. In this fact is to be found a 
potent cause for wisking that the enterprise may 
be extended, and it is pleasant to be 
lieve that the financial success of tha 
undertaking will prompt such an extens‘on. It 
would undoubtedly be a great boou and blessing 
for the honest and industrious laboring people if 
such buildings were to be counted by the hundreds 
in the Metropolis, for their successful operation 
means a happier, better, and more home-like life 
for the great producing class. The plan of the im: 
proved dwellings cannot be too highly commended, 
Stores of a!l kinds are connected with the building, 
and it is made part of the tradesman’s duty in ac: 
cepting a lease that the latter shall be forfeited 
if any overcharge or other extortion is attempted 
with the tenant customers. So faras the tenantg 
are concerned, the sole stipulation is that they 
shall be able to present credentials of good mora} 
character and live in cleanliness and quietness, 
Any objectionable conduct subjects them to th¢ 
penalty of ejectment. 
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Lord DERBY will undoubtedly add an ele« 
ment of strength to the present British Cabinet. In 
the prime of life, most assiduous in business, en- 
joying the highest reputation for caution and 
sound judgment, the inheritor of a great name, a 
weighty, though far from eloquent, speaker, and 
the owner of over $15,000 a week, Lord Dersyr’s 
presence cannot be a matter of indifference in any 
administration. Adato all this that he is the hus 
band of an exceedingly clever, agreeable wife, who, 
unlike her predecessor in the title, knows well how 
to make her houses popular. Lady Dersy first 
married Lord Saui=BuRY's father, and to an old 
friend, astonished at her choice, who re 
marked, ** Why, he is as old as your own father,”’ 
she cleverly retorted: ‘* Well, I am sure any ong 
might like to marry papa.”’ It is understood that 
Lady Dersy and Lady SALissuRY have nevet 
“ hit it off” very happily, and Lord Drrsy’s defec 
tion from the Tory ranks aggravated the coolness 
so much that Lord and Lady Dersy were conspicu- 
oualy absent from the recent grand celebrations at 
Hatfield when Lord Sauispury’s heir attained hig 
majority. The present Cabinet has been, unlike 
Whig Cabinets in the past, very weak in social rep< 
resentation. The loss of Lady Wa.LpEGRave haji 
never been repaired. The advancing ageof the 
Duke of Devonsuire, added to heavy affliction, 
has brought down the social value of Devonshire 
House almost to nothing. Lord Gxranviite is old 
and gouty. Hence Lady Dersy, as well as her 
lord, is a real accession of strength to the Cabinet,

The acreage of the wheat crop for 188i 
will probably not be much greater than that of 1882, 
Trade is remarkably slow; millers buy sparingly. 
There is a general feeling of discouragement at tha 
large quantities of foreign flour now on passagé 


hither. Altogether breadstuffs are very much de- 
pressed. Barley has been dull and weaker, some: 
times cheaper. In foreign wheat merely a retail 
business has been done; prices are unchanged. 
Flour is weaker. but quotably unaltered. There is 
an unprecedented quantity on passage, and it ig 
almost certain to become still larger. Maize i& 
nominal. Cargoes are very quiet. The sales of 
Engiish wheat during the past week were 53,033 
quarters, at 41s. 8d., against 46,208 quarters at 44s, 
9d. during the corresponding period last year.”

‘ Berlioz, and other musicians of eminence, 
have awarded warm praise to Meyerbeer’s ‘* Par- 
don of Ploermel,” or ‘‘ Dinorah,” as the ope ra ts 
how generally called, but the public has never ap. 
preciated it very highly. This pastoral work bears 
little evidence of the dramatic strength of the 
composer of ‘‘ Les Huguenots” and “ Robert le 
Diable,” and opera-goers have generally 
tonsidered it dull; but nevertheless it has 
been retained in the repertory chiefly, 
perhaps, because of the opportunities it 
offers to the prima donna in the florid music of 
the Shadow Song. That Mme. Adelina Patti, who 
was heard for the first time this season as Dinorah 
Inthe Academy of Music last evening, sang the 
music of the rdle with wonderful skill and brilliancy 
goes almost without saying. No such perfect mis- 
tress of the art of vocalism nas been heard in New- 
York for many years, and the musie of Meyerbeer’s 
heroine is well suited to her voice. Not only in the 
pne elaborate cavatina, the rendering of which was 
hwaited impatiently and keenly enjoyed, but 
throughout the opera, her voice was used with that 
brt which is all her own, and her pure and 
beautiful tones were heard with delight. 
Bignor Galassi, who commands respect in 
hny part he essays, is particularly admired 
ts Hoel.

MODJESKA AS ROSALIND. 

The reappearance on our stage of Mme. 
Modjeska, whose place in dramatic art was ac- 
quired and defined in this City a few years ago and 
who has since won a wide and remarkable reputa- 
tion, is rightly looked upon asa brilliant incident 
of the year. The Polish actress performed the 
character of Rosalind in ‘* As You Like It’’—for the 
first time here—at Booth’s Theatre last night. 
Aside from any special thought or observation 
which may be suggested by Mme. Modjeska’s 
Rosalind, it & a sure fact that the influence of her 
acting, regarded broadly, is high, impressive, and 
edifying; and that such an influence is needed 
now to counteract the effect, brought aggressively 
to bear upon the public mind, by a recent and vulgar 
exhibition of bold incompetency. There can be no 
doubt at present as to Mme. Modjeska’s claims to 
consideration and popularity. It was, perhaps. felt, 
when she appeared asan unknown player among us, 
that she lacked the genius—the large impulse and 
inspiration—of great artists. Her work was then 
seen to be in the direction of uncommonly refined 
skill, of taste: formed and _ controlled by 
bright intelligence, of power gained through 
the massing of details. But, beyond the dexterity 
which is so noticeable in Mme. Modjeska’s acting, 
there are found a peculiar charm of personality 
and a temperament which is intensely artistic. 
This actress is both an interesting woman and a 
genuine artist; her work has the force 
pf personal magnetism and a beauty that 
rrows from imagination and fancy. The 
people were delighted, during her previous engage- 
ments, with the exquisite grace of her acting in 
‘Camille’ and ‘ Frou-Frou,”’ and there was a 
baunting charm about her Juliet, a character 
which, nevertheless, seemed to be too complex and 
iragic for a power like hers. In the Shake- 
spearean drama the test of acting is highest. 
Mme. Modjeska did not wholly satisfy this test. 
As to the character of Rosalind, her motive 
In making use of itis clear enough. She is in per- 
fect sympathy with the character. She has a lucid 
conception of it, and that is chiefly what it is desir- 
able to know—until one comes to study her acting. 
There is no stringent rule in contemporary eriti- 
cism upon theatrical conceptions. So long 
as an actor’s ideas are consistent, reasonable, 
and interesting, they are at least acceptable. It is 
when a conception is merely vague and extrava- 
gant that strong objection to itis proper. On the 
whole, there is no conspicuous character in the 
dramathat is not, in its essential drift and ele- 
ments, clearly marked. One may have two no- 
tions of Hamlet, but one cannot deprive Hamlet 
pf certain prominent traits, features, idio- 
tyncrasies. The same truth can be said 
of Rosalind. In Rosalind we find a rare 
buoyancy of fancy and feeling, a_ light- 
ness which is rapid as sun-play, a spontaneity 
that flows like a fountain; and we find also in her 
full, complex nature—simple enough, however, in 
its first impulse—the whole tenderness and sweet- 
ness of amorous womanhood. 

In suggesting, very inadequately, what sort of a 
woman Rosalind is, we have, almost unconscious- 
iy, described the Rosalind of Mme. Modjeska. It is 
true that the actress strove against an unfortunate 
disadvantage—the English language. Her accent 
was not pronounced: her inflections were, for the 
most part, slight; but her enunciation at times made 
her speech unintelligible. No foreign tongue can, 
Rpparently, do justice to the Shakespearean 
text, or, in fact, to any poetic text. 
The superb rhythm of our language, when 
nttered by such a tongue, seems unrythmical and 
prosaic. This, therefore, must be taken into ac- 
count when one comes to consider the Rosalind of 
Mme. Modjeska. The fact is to be lamented, for 
If the actress were as masterful in her delivery as 
In her action her Rosalind would be an ideal per- 
formance. Heracting last night was full of artistic 
feeling. It nad the depth and the tenderness 
of restrained passion, and it had anairiness, an 
Ingenuous braggadocio, a refined charm, which 
were, it seemed to us and apparently to the au- 
dieree, fascinating. The manner in which the 
sincerity and the vivacity of the character were 
‘combined showed, as well as acting could show, 
ithe true strength of art. Mme. Modjeska’s per- 
formance throughout the third and fourth acts of 
'** As You Like It’? was, altogether, a brilliant and 
Buccessful effort. 

The supporting cast was indifferent, although 
Mr. Maurice Barrymore and Mr. W. F. Owen 
phould be mentioned kindly. Mr. Barrymore is an 
pble young actor, but he gave an over-sentimental 
treatment to Orlando. Mr. Owen’s Touchstone 
Was not badly done. There was a large and ap- 
preciative audience in the theatre. ‘As You Like 
Jt” will be repeated forthe present, though it is 
pnnounced that “Twelfth Night,” ‘ Frou-Frou,” 
and “Cauzille” will be produeed during Mme. 
(Modjeska’s engagement. The first appearance of 
this actress as Viola—a part so delightfully played 


fby the late Miss Neilson—will be looked forward to 
with great interest. 


THE FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 


Messrs. Robson and Crane appeared in Bou- 
cicault’s comedy, “Forbidden Fruit,’’ before a 
Jarge audience in the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last 
evening, and were warmly greeted, although the 
tokens of.approva! were not frequently of a demon- 
Btrative character.

THE “MADONNA DEI CANDELABRI.” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Permit me to say in your hospitable columns 
a few words on the practical side of the intended 
purchase, accordiag io the Director of the Museum, 
by some of our public-spirited citizens of the “ Ma- 
donna dei Candelabri,”” now on exhibition at the 
Museum. 

Nothing is known as to the history of this picture 
previous to its appearance in the Borghese Gallery 
iu Rome. It passed from this gallery into the pos- 
session of Lucien Bonaparte; then into that of the 
Duke of Lucca, at the sale of whose collection in 
London, in 1840, it was purchased for 150 guineas 
by the late Mr. Munro, of Novar. At the death of 
Mr. Munro it became the possession, by inherit- 
ance, of its present owner, Mr. Munro Butler- 
Johnstone, by whom it has been loaned to the 
Museum. While it in no wise reflects upon the 
authenticity of the picture, it is worthy of remark 
that, as we are told on very competent authority, 
“there is no reference to such a picture as the 
‘Madonna dei Candelabri’ among the works of 
Raphael, in * Vasari,’ or any other contemporary 


writer; neither is there at present known any 
sketch, drawing, or study of it or for any part of it 
by the great master.’"’ Connoisseurs are therefore 
obliged to depend for settling the claims of this 
picture to authenticity entirely upon their knowl- 
edge of Raphael's style or styles, (for he had 
many,) of his manner of working, his technique, 
and upon comparisons with other works known to 
have been painted by him at the same period to 
which this is assigned, Here in America we have not 
the means for studying this subject in the only way 
in which it can be done with profit—by comparison 
of the picture now put before us with other known 
works by Raphael, since there is not in the whole 
country a single drawing or sketch by the hand of 
this master, and, of course, no painting, on canvas 
or panel, that can fora moment seriously pretend 
to such authorship. We are, therefore, necessarily 
obliged to depend upon the authority of such con- 
noisseurs as have written upon the subject, and an 
examination of the works accessible to us reveals 
the fact that the judgment of the connoisseurs, 
almost without exception—certainly with no im- 
portant exception—is against the authenticity of 
the ‘* Madonna dei Candelabri,’’ as a whole, though 
all are agreed that it is an interesting and valu- 
able picture, and that the heads of the 
Virgin and child are characteristic of Raphael’s 
manner at the period when this picture is supposed 
to have been painted. But, with the exception of 
Passavant, whose authority, whether he blame or 
praise, is of littie value, and who, it is possible to 
believe, may have written about the picture with 
no more knowledge of it than was to be ot tained 
from the many engravings, both when, in his first 
edition, in 1839, he speaks slightingly of it, and in 
his second edition, published 21 years later, in 1860, 
when he speaks more favorably—the picture has 
been thought worthy of very little notice by the 
writers who have made Raphael a apecial subject, 
and there is a general agreement among them as to 
the fact that Raphael had but little to do with this 
picture beyond arranging the general composition 
and painting, perhaps, on the two principal heads, 

Thus Passavant, of whose judgment, as we have 
said, we make but small account, leads off by re- 
marking in his first edition that ‘*we may perhaps 
ascribe to Raphael the design and coloring of the 
head of the Madonna, which is certainly beauti- 
fully designed and better modeled than the rest of 
the picture. The heads of the attendant angels 
are cold and without expression. The picture has, 
moreover, suffered. and is much touched up.” In 
his second edition he says: “The Virgin and 
the child are from the hand of Raphael, but 
the two angels are so stiff in design, so void 
of expression and so awkwardly stuck into the 
places they occupy on each side of the picture that 
there is no room for doubt as to their having been 
added at a later date by an inferior hand.’’ ‘* The 
head of the Virgin,” he adds, “is of a sublime dig- 
nity and of great beauty; the little Jesus is very 
animated in expression and beautiful in drawing. 
Nevertheless his body has been much restored.” 
Kugler, in his * Italian Schools of Painting,’’ says 
that the picture is one of many that belong, so far 
as their execution goes, rather to Raphael's scholars 
than tothe master himself. Waagen’s verdict is 

till more unfavorable, and yet he seems to 

write with a full knowledge of the pic- 
ture and after close examination. He says: 
* It shows great inequalities in the execution of cer- 
tain portions. The head of the Virgin is so noble 
and delicate in form and feeling that none but 
Raphael could have executed it. But the child, 
however beautiful, has something affected in the 
laugh and is heavierin coloring. This alone ‘s suf- 
ficient to indicate the co-operation of Giulio Ro- 
mano.” Springer, in his valuable ** Michael Angelo 
and Raphael,”’ finds the picture inconsistent with 
itself, and solves the riddle by declaring it an 
old conception worked over under new con- 
ditions. It is a Florentine motive in a Roman 
focm. Lastly, we find that Messrs. Waltmann and 
Woermann, in their * History of Painting,’ now 
translating by Mr. Sidney Colvin, and published in 
this country by Messrs. Dodd & Mead, say of this 
picture that fit is possibly not all by the same hand. 
And in a note the author adds on the authority of 
a letter received from Mr. J. P. Richter, in London, 
that a more authentic example is perhapsto be 
found in the possession of Mr. J. C. Robinson. 

Now, Mr. Robinson is one of the most learned 
and experienced connoisseurs in England, and oc- 
cupies an important official position with regard to 
the pictures belonging to the Crown, and Mr. J. P. 
Richter isa German connoisseur of equal impor- 
tance in his own country,so thatif we find Mr. 
Robinson, as we do, stating that he has a 
copy of the “Madonna dei Candelabri’ which 
he holds to be of high excellenee intrinsical- 
ly, which is in mary respects different from 
the Novar picture, some of the variations being 
very important and suggestive, and that he appre- 
hends ‘‘it will be considered equallyas questionable 
that it is an ancient picture, and Sf the age. exact 
style, and technique of Raphael, even, and that, 
lastly, it is substantially in a fine state of conserva- 
tion’’—when we find a connoisseur like Mr. Robin- 
son saying this, (London 7imes, Nov. 7, 1878,) and an- 
other connoisseur like Mr. J. P. Richter approving it, 
it seems to me we ought not to be ina hurry to 
accept this picture for what the owner declares it 
without hearing further evidence. 

But is not the practical evidence of some value 
which is afforded by the circumstances under 
which it has already been attempted to be forced 
upon the public thus far without success? After 
the sale of the ancient portion of the Novar collec- 
tion in June, 1878, the London Atheneum said: 
“The nation is to be congratulated on the fact that 
frequent efforts failed to induce Mr. Burton” (the 
Keeper of the National Gallery) “to buy either of 
the Raphaels offered on this occasion. It was not 
likely that so sound a judge would feel sympathy 
with the public factitious excitement, especially as 
the *Garvagh’ Raphael’’ (already owned by the 
National Gallery) ‘is a capital example of the class 
of pictures represented by the ‘Madonna dei Can- 
delabri.’” (Atheneum, June 8, 1878.) 

The scene at the auction rooms of Messrs. 
Christie & Co. on the oceasion of the sale of the 
Novar collection was certainly a curious one. It 
is described atlengthin the London 7imes of June 
8, 1878, and _ it would be well for the company of 
wealthy citizens of this City, who, as it was confi- 
dentially whispered about at the Museum vesterday, 
are about to buy this picture and present it to 
the Museum, to turn to this account, and lay it to 
heart after reading it. The picture was announced 
as the only one reserved, and was offered at 15,000 
guineas. No higher offer was mate, when "the 
auctioneer looking,” says the 7imes, “ at some one 
in front of him, bid 15,500 guineas, then 16,000 
guineas. Mr. Burton does not bid, nor is any one 
heard to bid. But the auctioneer keeps going up 
by bids of 500 guineas at a time till he reaches 19,- 
000 guineas! The auctioneer says quietly ‘The 
picture is not being sold, gentlemen!’ and then, 
calling 19,500 guineas, the hammer falls, and the 
auctioneer says ‘ The picture is bought in, pate: 
men!’ There wasa general rising. a burst of mingled 
disappointment and exclamation with a few hisses, 
such as we never in many years’ experience wit- 
nessed in these rooms. * * It may be added, 
to complete this account by such very unusual cir- 
oumstances, that on inquiry we found that Mr. 
Agnew did not make an bidding fer the picture, 
and the presumption is that there was no bona fide 
advance over the 15,000 guineas at which it was 
put up.” The Jimes's item goes on to say that 
after the sale the reason of the anathy that 
Was apparent was found to be that another 
copy of the ‘Madonna’? was im the pos- 
session of a well-known connoisseur, and 
expressed a wish that this person would communi- 
cate with the public on this occasion. A few days 
latera letter appeared from Mr. J. C. Robinson, 
from which we have given some extracts above, 


I may add to the opinion quoted from the Athe- 
neum what was said on this occasion by the Acade- 
my: “It would certainly be rash to assert that 
this picture was in blameless and untouched con- 
dition; rather still to say that in point of intelleo- 
tual interest or setjment it is comparable with such 
masterpieces of the master’s work as are to be 
seen in Florence, Dresden, and Paris, but as bear- 
{ng the stamp of his invention, it is, leaving aside 
the question of its present condition, a picture of 
very remarkuble value and interest. It found no 
purchaser on Saturday.— Academy, June 8, 1878.”’ 

Unless {am much mistaken the marks of serious 
repainting can piainly be seen on the cage 4 of the 
infant Jesus, and also that the panel on which the 
picture is painted has split downthe middle. It

almost impossible to geta good view of it, being 
hung high, and ina light and position that made a 
mirror of the thick glass by which it Is protected. 
And though the things I speak of were apparently 
to be seen, it is easily possible that the appearance 
was an effect of the bad hanging and warse light- 
ing. The picture is certainly a disappointing one 
after all that has been said ana written upon it, 
especially since its arrival here. We are to be 
made the subjects, it is evident, of the same ‘‘facti- 
tious public excitement” that was worked up in 
London, but let us hope that we shall be as cool 
under the trial as cur English brethren.

Mr. Munro bought the picture at the sale of 
the Duke of Lucca's gallery for 150 guineas. Is 
this why an absurd attempt is made on page 2 of 
the hand-book to discredit the sale as badly con-

**Quatremaire?” And why is a partial extract 
from this article inthe London 7imes given, making 
an impression directly the reverse of the truth?

FRANCES MARIA KELLY. 

The death of Miss Frances Maria Kelly, 
telegraphed early yesterday morning from Lon- 
don, has removed from the dramatic stage one of 
the very oldest of its living ornaments. In actual 
priority of service on the stage she probably sur- 
passed every English actor or actress alive. Miss 
Kelly was born at Brighton, England, on Dee. 15, 
1790, so that had she lived until Friday of this 
week she would have completed her ninety-second 
year. Ber father was an officer in the English 
Army, and a brother of Michael Kelly, long the 


first singer of Drury Lane and an intimate friend 
of Mozart. Under her uncle, young Fanny early 
studied music; especially was she taught to sing, 
so that years before she had reached a mature age 
her name had become well known on the stage. 
Indeed, her first appearance is declared to have 
been made before the last century closed, in De- 
cember, 1799, at Drury Lane, in her uncle’s operatio 
spectacle of ‘‘ Bluebeard.” On the same occasion 
it is recorded that Edmund Kean, three years 
her senior, first faced a London audience from the 
footlights. Of Fanny’s appearance and his on that 
oocasion it is said by a writer in the London World 
that, in order to realize the effect of perspective in 
the grand scene, an ingeniously arranged winding 
procession advanced from the very back of the 
stage, represented in the distance by doll figures, 
intermediately by ehildren, and eventually in front 
of the footlights by the adult actors, and that it 
was in the children’s part of this procession that 
Bluebeard, mounted upon a miniature elephant, 
was enacted by Kean, and that Fanuy Kelly. with 
a drawn cimeter in her grasp, tripped before him 
among the ranks of his retainers. Miss Kelly was 
more distinctively an actress than a singer. For 
nearly 40 years she enjoyed the highest repute in 
London as an actress on the boards of Dru- 
ry Lane, of Covent Garden, and of the 
Haymarket, but early in her career she earned 
local renown as a singeratthe English Opera- 
house, under Arnold's management. Her first ap- 
pearance as an actress was made in Glasgow when 
she was 15 years of age, and, during her long ca- 
reer, she showed, besides great talent, marked ver- 
satility. Especially was she excellent in comedy 
parts, such as the name of Mrs. Jordan is associat- 
ed with; but she surpassed these successes in 
domestic melodrama. Perhaps the pieces in 
which she became best known and for which 
she was most warmly praised, are ‘* The Sergeant's 
Wife,” “‘The Maid and the Magple.”’ and ‘The 
Innkeeper’s Daughter.” Besides Kean and Mrs. 
Jordan, she had played with Mrs. Siddons and 
John Kemble. Many years ago she built in Bir- 
mingham a theatre that was called after her own 
name until 1881, when the name was changed 
to the New Royalty. While performing at 
Drury Lane, early in her experience, Miss 
Kelly was fired at from the pit. <A 
scene of extraordinary excitement ensued, during 
which the offender was violently seized by specta- 
tors, but he was finally carried safely away to 
prison. On his trial he was acquitted on the ground 
of insanity. Some years afterward another attempt 
was made upom Miss Kelly’s life, this time In Dub- 
lin, but the success of it was fortunately no better 
than the success of the first. She retired from the 
stage many years ago. Very recently—within a 
month—she received from the Crown a grant of 
£150, which was accepted as a graceful tribute on 
the part of Mr. Gladstone to the dramatic art, and 
one which would be appreciated by every member 
of the profession. Miss Kelly will be remembered 
by many persons as a friend of Charles Lamb. She 
was the Barbara S. of the * Essays of Elia,” and 
two of his sonnets were addressed to her.

CAPT. MACKENZIE WINS EIGHTEEN GAMES OF 
CHESS, LOSES ONE, AND DRAWS ONE. 

Capt. George H. Mackenzie, the well-known 
chess player of this City, gave an exhibition of his 
skill last evening by playing 20 games of chess 
with 20 opponents at the rooms of the Manhattan 
Chess Club. Twenty small tables witn chess- 
boards were arranged in two rows, with a player 
behind each table, while Mr. Mackenzie walked up 


and down the middle aisle responding to the move 
of each player in turn. Among those who were 
pitted against him were Eugene Delmar, Markham 
Gillette, John H. Parnell, Williany H. Hoeber, John 
W. Baird, and Henry Hill. The contest was begun 
at 8 o'clock, and in about an hour after Mr. Baird, 
through an oversight of Mr. Mackenzie, sprung a 
mate on him. This was the first and only game 
that the Captain lost. Mr. Delmar, who had met 
the Captain in combat at the tournament, thought 
that through his opponent’s divided attention 
he would have the advantage, and therefore 
did not play with his aceustomed deliberation. 
The remarks made by several members who were 
looking on seemed also to irritate him, and the 
consequence was that he lost too many 
pieces’ to leave him a_ chance of win- 
ning. After the third check he resigned. 
By 11:30 only five players were still holding out.

HENRY PROUSE COOPER'S SANITY 


HIS VIOLENT CONDUCT IN COURT YESTER- 
DAY—NEW TESTIMONY. 

The inquiry into the mental condition of 
Henry Prouse Cooper was resumed yesterday be- 
fore the Commissioners and a Sheriff’s jury. Two 
witnesses, real estate brokers, were examined. 
They testified that Cooper had negotiated with 
them for the purchase of several plots of Fifth- 
avenue real estate, each of which was worth more 
than $100,000. Dr. Meredith Clymer testified that 
he had examined Cooper several times, and had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that he is insane. 
Dr. Clymer thought an asylum would be the safest 
and best place fer Cooper. After a brief recess for 
supper, Dr. Allan McL. Hamilton was called. 
He said he had examined Cooper. three 
times, and had found him to be insane. He 
stated briefly the circumstances that led him to 
form this opinion, and then Lawyer Stillman puta 
very long hypothetical question to him. Mr. Still- 
mun began to read his question. It was a recital 
of the points of the testimony hitherto given in the 
case. Cooper, who was sitting behind his counsel, 
fumbling with his eye-glasses, heard the first part 
of the question without comment. It summar- 


ized the good things that witnesses had 
said about his manner of living prior to the 
Summer of 1881. Then the question brought 
in a statement about his alleged silly and disgust- 
ing acts after his return from Europe. Cooper 
moved uneasily in his chair until Mr. Stiliman said 
that he used to fill the bed of himself and wife 
with dogs. Then Cooper jumped up and cried out: 
“You're a liar, and you know it.” His counsel re- 
monstrated with him, but he would not listen to 
reason. ‘I will speak,’’ he said, **I have lost ail 
patience; I cannot contain myself. Heisaliar. I 
will commit contempt of court, and I stand here to 
be sentenced. My wife filled the bed with dogs. 
I did not. Those men are all liars. They are 
thieves. hey have stolen my papers from my safe. 
They were my lawyers and they sold me out to my 
wife. They have robbed me. One of them 10 
years ago had to write me a letter of apology or I 
would not have worked for him. I cannot contain 
myself longer. I willspeak out. These men are 
all Hars. Mr. Stillman isa liar.” The angry man 
was at last induced to be still a moment, and Mr. 
Stillman resumed the reading of his question. A few 
seconds later there was another violent outbreak. 
and Cooper was led from the room. When he had 
disappeared his counsel objected to the hypotheti- 
cal question as containing conclusions, and a long 
argument followed. During its progress Cooper’s 
wife, his brother’s wife, and another lady entered 
the room by aside door, The moment they were 
seated Cooper stalked into the room by the main 
door, and seated himself behind his counsel, saying 
he would behave himself. A few seconds laterhe 
waiked over toward his wife. His approach fright- 
ened his sister-in-law, and she fainted: She was 
carried out of the room, and he took the seat she 
had occupied and said to the lady who was be- 
tween him and his wife that the room was no place 
for her. She and Mrs. Cooper, alarmed, aroze, and 
Lawyer Nottman walked in between them and 
Cooper. They went out of the room, and Cooper 
said to Mr. Nottman, fiercely: “*! can lick you. If 
I had you out of the court-room I would lick you 
out of your boots.””. Mr. Nottman took a chair to 
sit in and Cooper wrested it out of his hands and 
sat down in it, remarking: ‘‘D—— you, you are a 
thief.” He was told he would be kept out of the 
room if he did not stop his noise, and he promised 
te be “dumb asa ar 

The argument over the hypotheical question was 
now ended, and the Commissioners decided in 
favor of the point raised by Cooper’s counsel. 
Under instructions of the Commissioners, Mr. Still- 
man renewed the reading of his question, revising 
and amending it asne went along. Cooper com- 
mented uponit audibly until his indignation be- 
came so great that he found it necessary to kick 
over a gpittoon in front of him. This 
made a_ resounding olatter, and the Com- 
missioners, losing all patienee with Cooper, 
had him again taken out of the room. As he went 
out he said he would knock somebody’s brains 
out, and added, “ That's the’ kind of a bair-pin I 
am.’ In the rotunda he gave bis custodians much 
trouble, and finally ran away from them and out 
of the Court-house. They caught him at Chambers 
and Centre streets and took him back with difti- 
culty. Mr. Stillman finally got through his hypo- 
thetical question, and Dr. Hamilton answered that 
the person concerning whom it was asked was in- 
sane. He said Cooper’s disease was general pare- 
sis of the insane; that it was progressive in ohar- 
acter, and certain to have a fatal termination. 
That termination would probably come within 
three years from the beginning of the disease, 
Very few cases continue longer. He considered 
Cooper’s acts in the court-room to be manifesta- 
tions of the disease preeipitated by aleohol. The 
inquiry was adjourned until Thursday afternoon 


at 4 o’clock.

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MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE STURTEVANT HOUSE FIRE. 
EXTENT OF THE WORK OF THE FLAMES YES- 
TERDAY MORNING. 

Business at the Sturtevant House was not 
materially interrupted yesterday by the fire which 
occurred there between 1 and 2 o’clock in the 
morning. Breakfast was served a little later than 
osual. To the passer-by in Broadway not the 
tlightest indication of the fire was visible, and there 
was only one portion of the building in the interior 
which showed evidences of the flames. This was 
the extreme northern portion, facing in Twenty- 
ninth-street. In this wing eight or ten guests’ 
rooms were more or less damaged by fire and 


Svater, the smaller dining-room, known as the 
ladies’ ordinary. was badly gutted, the kitchen and 
carving-room were burned out, and the billiard- 
room in the basement was flooded with water. 
The fire originated, it is supposed, from a defective 
flue in the kitchen, which is situated in the 
basement of a two-story brick extention, en- 
tirely separate trom the hotel building. 
Immediately over the kitchen were the carving- 
room and pantry, occupying the second floor of 
the extension, and communicating with the two 
dining-rooms, which are both situated on the 
gecond floor of the hotel building, The back win- 
dows of the rooms on the Twenty-ninth-street side 
of the hotel facethe extension, and the open space 

ives light and air to these rooms. The fire was 

iscovered in the kitchen by James Ambush, the 
night watchman. It was his duty to visit the 
kitchen every half hour, although it was believed 
that the kitchen was substantially fire-proof, as it 
was provided with a brick floor and the walis were 
of brick witbout plastering. Ambush says that he 
Was in the kitehen at 1 o’clock, and there was 
then no indication of fire. Half an hour later he 
found the kitchen all ablaze. He ran up stairs 
Rnd gave the alarm to Mr W. E. Law- 
rence, the night clerk. James Moseman, the 
outside watchman, was sent to summon the Police 
and firemen, and all the help in the house who 
Avere awake were sent to arouse the sleeping 
guests. Most of the guests who occupied rooms 
overlooking the extension: had already been 
roused by the crackling of the flames, which 
burst out of the winpows of the kitchen. and, rush- 
ing upthe open space set fire to the window cas- 
ings and invaded the rooms. 

There were, 210 guests in the house when the fire 
broke out. As might be expected there was a 
‘great deal of excitement and contusion among 
them. Scantiiy clad they left their rooms in hot 
haste. but there was no panic and no one was in- 
jured. Mr. Lewis Leland, the surviving lessee, was 
brompty on hand, and by his direction the hoze en 
he second and third fioors was gotten out and 
the pumps were started. The tiremen arrived so 
wovee ig A and their work was so intelligently di- 
rected, that the fire was extinguished ina very 
phorttime. Mr. Leland said yesterday that their 
work was beyond all praise. The rooms which 
Were damaged by the fire were on the first. second, 
and third floors of the hotel. Room No. 10 was oc- 
cupied by Mr. John Stetson, of Booth’s Theatre; 
Col. John 8. McCau!, of the Bijou Opera-house, 
Blept in No. 17; Gen. John C. Graves, of Buffalo, oc- 
eupied No. 18. These were all on the first tioor. On 
the second fioor, F. C. Bangs, the well known ac- 
tor, occupied Room No. 207; M.S. O. Chamber- 
lain, of Chicago, was the occupant of No. 208. On 
the third floor the Rooms Nos. 209 and 210 were 
‘occupied by Mr. J. Mcilhanney, of the New- 
York Central Railroaa. The interior of the 
two rooms last mentioned were _ entirely 
purned cut ana Mr. Mcilhanney sustained a. 
joss of $1,000 on his wardrobe and that of his fami- 
ly. Among the guests of the house were Col. Pat- 
terson, of Indiana; Mr. Samuel M. Welch, Jr., of 
Buffalo; Judze Laughridge, of lowa; Commander 
Wiltse, of the United States Navy, and family; 
Capt. Haggerty, of the United States Navy, an 
his wife; Col. Piper, of the Army, and wife; Col. 
Bolger, also of the Army, and wife; Col. A. P. Wil- 
loughby, Judge Westbrook, Mr. P. Van Zandt 
Lane, William H. Townsend, Thomas Day and fam- 
fly, and Mr W. C. Vanderbilt. Among the other 
theatrical guests were Mr. John McCullough, the 
tragedian, and Miss Kate Forsythand Mr. J. Ha- 
‘worth, of his company; Mr. Fred Vokes and 
wife, Miss Victoria Vokes, and Miss Bessie San- 
Son, of the *' Vokes Family,’ and Miss Rose Os- 

orne. Two gentlemen who were sick were re- 
moved, one to the Gilsey House and the other to 
the Leland Hotel. The guests who left the 
‘house when the fire broke out returned when they 
found that it had been so quickly extinguished. 
Mr. Leland said yesterday that his loss by the 
fire will not exceed $5,000. The damage to 
the building can be repaired for $2,000. 
These losses are fully insured. The individ- 
ual losses sustained by guests whose reoms 
were burned are small, except that to Mr. Mc- 
Ilhauney. That gentleman said yesterday that he 
was awakened by loud knocking at his bedroom 
door, which is in the front building. A nurse with 
his child slept in a room immediately opposite, the 
window of which overlooks the building in which 
the fire originated. He at once realized the dan- 
ger, and, rushing into the room occupied by the 
nurse and child, dragged them outoi bed. The 
fiames had already cracked the window-panes, 
and the frames and shutters and inside curtains 
were ablaze. An investigation as to the origin of 
Xhe fire will be made by Fire Marshal Sheldon.

AN EXPERT YOUNG THIEF, 
®REDDIE GRIMES’S BRIEF CAREER OF CRIME 
4 CHECKED. 

" Frederick Grimes, aged 13, was picked up in 
&outh Brooklyn on Friday last by a citizen to 
whom he told a story of having escaped from the 
ome for the Friendless in Newark, N.J. At the 
7 nird Precinct Station-house the boy told so many 
contradictory stories that a charge of vagrancy 
Rgainst him was made by Officer Russell, of the 
Socicty for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
The society soon put itself in possession of 
the facts of young Grimes’s brief career. 
His tome is at Irvington, N. J. Two weeks 
mgo be stole a dollar from his school- 


teacher and ran away. He went to Newark and 
purehased a package of cigarettes. Going intoa 
drug store to get a light, he stole $4 trom the 
gnoney drawer while the proprietor was engaged at 
the telephone. He then came to this City, and 
entering a large furniture store in Fourteenth- 
street, be asked to be allowed to wait until the 
arrival of his iather, who was to eome there to 
buy some furniture. He was accorded the de- 
sired permission, and took a seat near the money 
fesk. Inashort time he left the store, and an 
pxamination of the money drawer showed that 
6120 was missing. With a portion of this 
money he purchased a watch and chain 
from John Launer, of Thirteenth-street and 
Sixth-avenue, tendering in payment a twenty: 
follar bill. Mr. Lanner, suspecting that the 
boy had not come rightfully by the money, kept 
both watch and money, und told Grimes to go and 
bring his father to the store.

The steam-ship Salier, of the North German

SHIP CALKERS ON STRIKE. 

A difference has arisen between the ship 
calkera of this City and their employers. ‘The 
business of ocalking comprises “stripping” 
or removing the copper from the vessel's bot- 


tom, caliking with oakum, pitch, and _ tar, 
and “coppering,” or nailing the copper on again. 
Contracts for calking are given to the master 
calkers, who furnish tools, materials, and every- 
thing but labor. Tne vessel is brought into dry 
doek, the copper removed, and an insurance in- 
spector decides whether or not she needs calking. 
This is the rock on which the master calkers and 
their workmen split. The workmen assert that 
the copper is often put back on to vessels whose 
seams need calking without the calking being 
done, and that such vessels are sent out in an 
unseaworthy condition. Thecalkers who receive 
$3 50 per day are the best paid class of ship 
laborers. The employers say that no vessels that 
nee: it are ever sent away uncalked. The organi- 
zation of employes bave hitherto decided whether 
a@ vessei needed, calking or not, but the master 
calkers will no longer agree te this dictatiun. The
